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.Sftllemeoti and the other two relate to Lakbiraj tenures : these are Important 
parts of the subject of Land Tenures, and have been so regarded since the 
Ufetablishment of the University. As regards the Bengal Tenancy Act, 
1 think Chapter IX should not be omitted, as it deals with many important 
matters involving questions of principle. 

With respect to group 4, as regards the Registration Act, I am of 
opinion that Section 3 and Parts III to X and XII should be prescribed ; 
they are very important from a practical point of view. As regains the 
substitution of Story's Equity Jurisprudence for SnclVs Principles of Equity, 
I have no objection if the Chapters of the former, that deal with the same 
subjects, as the students are required to read from the f 

prescribed. I am therefore, opposed to include Chapters IV, V, VI and VII 
oi Story’s work, which would impose a heavy burden on the students. 

With respect to group 7, I am of opinion that Chapter X of the Civil 
Procedure Code should not be omitted, as it deals with a very important 
subject, which the students ought to know.

1 do not see wb7 Story’s Equity Jurisprudence, Chapter 34 (Infants) 
should be substituted for the codified law on the subject in force in India, 
namely, tbe Guardian and Wards Act. Nor can I agree to the substttntion 
of the Chapters of Story's Equity Jurisprudence recommended by the majori- 
ty of the Committee for Snell's book. The portions of Snell's book which 
the students are now required to read consist of only 196 pages, whereas 
the portions of Story recommended consist of about 600 pages. It is an ad- 
ditional burden upon the student, which cannot be said to be necessary For 
the Bar Final Examination in England as well as for the LL. B. Examination 
in Cambridge and the B. C. L. Examination of Oxford, Snell’s Equity Is 
recommended. I do not see why the Indian student should be required to 
read a bulkier, though it m ay be a more learned book. It should further be 
femembered that Story’s book Is very expensive, being priced at 45^. Stu- 
dents, who are generally poor, will not purchase tbe book, and will have 
recourse to cribs. I cannot also agree to 628 pages of Moyne’s Criminal 
Law being added. The Penal Code is the clearest and the most scientific 
And methodical Code we have. II tbe Professors do their duty properly, the 
students may learn enough of Criminal Law without Manye's book, which is 
A very good book, but which is very expensive too. The B. L. curriculum is 
already very heavy, and I cannot agree to make it heavier.

The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay seconded the 
motion. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, took exception to the 
Syllabus in Chemistry, instancing several omissions, which, 
he contended, should be supplied. 

The Chairman agreed with him as regards the impor- 
tance of including Fluorine, Ammonium and Manganese 
in paragraph 1 of Section II of Clause vi. 

The Rev. Dr. John Morrison deprecated the extension, 
under Clause i, of the course of study to five years after 
passing, the Entrance Examination. 
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The Chairman explained that the change would not 
practically affect the present state of things, as, under the 
rules of the Education Department and Govei nment^ only 
those who had passed the First Examination in Arts were 
eligible for admission to the Civil Engineering Lollegei 
Sibpur. 

Babu Jogendranath Sen pointed out that, in that view, 
the change was not necessary. 

The Ch?irman explained that the change had been re- 
commended in view of the future development of the 
Bihar School of Engineering. 

C. R. Wilson, Esq., stated that, from his knowledge 
of the requirements of the Bihar School of Engineering, 
he believed that the provision was absolutely nec^sary. 

The Chairman then re-stated his motion with the am- 
endment that, in paragraph I of Section II of Clause vi, 
" Fluorine *’ be inserted after “ Iodine ”, ” Ammonium ” 
after ” Sodium,” and ” Manganese ” after “ Chromium.” 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont. S.J., seconded the motion 
in its amended form, which waa carried. 

^^<4. The Rev. Father E Lafont S J., moved that 
the unsuccessful candidates at the last 6. Sc. Examination 
may, if they so desire, be permitted to appear at the next 
B. A. Examination in the B. Course. 

In support of the motion, Father Lafont observed that 
the last was the hrst occasion on which the B. Sc. Exa- 
mination had been held, and that it was evident, from the 
fact that only two students had passed after receiving a 
training in the Presidency College, that the standard of 
the Examination was higher than the students or the 
Professor had conceived. The candidates, therefore, 
deserved the indulgence he claimed for them, namely, an 
opportunity to revise their choice. It might be said that 
they had not studied the English required for the B. 
Course of the B.A. Examination, but they would not run 
the risk if they did not believe they could make up in that 
subject. 

The Hon'ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay seconded the 
motion. He would only add, he remarked, that, under 
Section 12 of the Act of Incorporation, the Senate had 
clearly the power to grant the concession in question. In 
making the concession, the Senate would only be prddeed- 

35 
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ing upon the analogy of the permission given to candidates 
.who failed to pass the B.A. Examination in the A. Course 
to appear in the B.A. Examination in the B. Course after 
6 months* attendance at the B. Course lectures. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, feared the concession 
might Act as a deterrent on students wishing to study for 
the B. Sc. Examination. 

Mahamahopadhyay Nilmani Mukerjee hoped that the 
concession would not create a precedent. 

The Chairman remarked that, at all events, the case 
would be dealt with as a special case. 

The Rev. Dn John Morrison opposed the motion. He 
asked whether, conversely, candidates who had failed to 
pass the B.A. Examination would be permitted to appear 
at the B. Sc. Examination. The culture adapted to the one 
Examination was not the same as that adapted to the 
other. The analogy relied on by the Hon’ble Dr. Mukerjee 
did not hold, because the Examinations were different. 
Six months* study of English could not make up for the 
two years* study not availed of. 

G. W. Kiichler, Esq., remarked that the papers in 
Physics, at any rate, at the last B.Sc. Examination, were 
eminently fair, and that, having regard to the tendency in 
students to follow their own pleasure and not the guidance 
of their Professors, the Professors were not astonished at 
the result of the Examination. He would oppose the 
concession in the interests of discipline. 

Babu Mahendranath Ray supported the Revd. Dr. 
Morrison*s contention and demand^ that there should be 
no departure from the Regulations. Such departures 
served only to operate as preerfents. 

The Hon*ble Mr. Justice Gooroo Dass Banerjee, M.A., 
D.L., pointed out that the proposal was not to confer on 
the unsuccessful B. Sc. candidates the degree of B.A., but 
only to permit^ them to appear at the B.A. Examination. 
The B. Sc. Examination last held \/as the first of its kind, 
and it was proposed only to give the candidates a chance 
pf rectifying the mistake they might have made in their 
choice. As for discipline, if the discipline exercised by 
eminent Professors in the B.Sc. Classes for two years was 
ijbt sufficient it might be dispensed with as not of much 
Value, 
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The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S.J., briefly replied, point- 
ing out that the B.A. B. Course and the B. Sc. Examina- 
. tion had much in common; that if anything, the candi- 
dates asked for permission to apjDcar at a humbler Exami- 
nation; and that English was not, after all, the most 
important subject in those Examinations. 

The Chairman remarked that the Senate had certainly 
the power to grant the concession. Having regard to the 
consideration that the candidates might have been under 
a misapprehension as to the nature of the B. Sc. Examina- 
tion and as to their capacity for the test ii demanded, the 
dispensation might be granted as a special case, such as 
would not provide a precedent for future years. 

The motion, on being put to the vote, was carried. 

The Hon'ble Dr Asutosh Mukhopadhyay moved that 
it be recorded that the resolution is passed with special 
reference to the case of the unsuccessful candidates at the 
last B. Sc. Examination, and is not to operate as a pre- 
cedent. 

H. M. Rustomjee, Esq., seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 

285. Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, moved that Satis- 
chandra Banerjee, who passed the First L.M.S. Examina- 
tion in 1900, the First M.B. in 1901, and the Second L.M.S. 
Examination held in April last be permitted to appear at 
the ensuing Second M.B. Examination without further at- 
tendance at lectures, as after passing the First L.M.S. Ex- 
amination he has attended the same two full courses of 
lectures as are delivered to the students who after passing 
the 1st M.B. intend to go up for the 2nd M.B Exami- 
nation. 

The mover cited a precedent in support of the recom- 
mendation. 

Major D. Prain seconded the motion. 

Dr. Suresprasad Sarbadhikari pointed out that, 
although the Senate had power to grant the permission in 
question, it would be in contravention of the Regulations. 
Special cases seemed to be multiplying, and there should 
be a limit to them somewhere. 

The motion, on being put to the vote, was carried.. 
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!i86. The Chairman moved that the following recom- 
mendations of the Syndicate be adopted 

{i) That Mr. A. T. Kvarts be admitted to the F.A. Examinetioa 
without being required to puss the Entrance Examination, on 
the ground of his having passed the Senior Local Examina- 
tion of the Cambridge University. 

(tV) That Mr. U, K. H. Arndt be atimitted to the F.A. Examination 
without being required to pass the Entrance Examination, 
on the grouiifl of his having passed the Senior Local Exami- 
nation of the ('ambridge University.

The motion was carried. 

287. R. Mitra Esq., LL.B., moved that Mr. S. R. Das, 
Barrister-at-Law, be elected Tagore Professor of Law for 
the year 1902-1903, and that the subject of his lectures be 
the Law of Ul/ra Vires. 

Babu Jogendrachandra Ghose seconded the motion^ 
which was carried. 

288. The Officiating Registrar laid before the Senate 
the following Report of the board of Accounts 

REPORT. 

We have c\amiiied the accounts of the University ft»r the year 1901- 
1903 and recommend that intimation be sent to the Comptroller-General 
.that they arc ready for audit, 

'i'he progress in the financial condition of the University noticed in 
our last Report was well maintained in the la.*>t year. The receipts for 
the 3 *e«ir from all sources amounted, roundly, to Rs. 2,70,220-0-0, against 
Rs. 2,44,044-0-0 in the previou.>» ye.ir, and the expenditure for the year 
am<iunted to Rs. 2,30,167-0-0, as against Rs. 2,10,455-0-0 in the previous 
year. During the )Car a sum of Rs. 48,831-15-5 was transferred to the 
Reserve Funfl. The year closed with a debit balance of Rs. 4,038-7-7, 
due to over-investment of that amount on account of the Reserve Fund, 
which has alreatly been covered by receipts during the current year. 

The Reserve Fund, with an investment < f Rs. 48,831-15-5 in Govern- 
rtieiit Securities during the year, holds at its credit Government Securi- 
ties for- Rs. 5,65,000-0-0. 

Wc have examined the Hank’s Receipts for the Government Seen- 
ritie.s and other stock .standing at credit of the Reserve Fund and the 
several Endowment Funds of the University.

On the motion of the Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopa- 
dhyay, M.A., D.L., F.R.A.S., F.R.S.E., it was resolved — 

I. That the following paragraph be added to Rule 
of the Rules for Examinations (Calendar for 1902, p. 
147): — 

“ Head Examiners shall be appointed to superintend the work of 
the F.A. Examiners, one in each of the following subjects : 

(i) Emglish. 

(ii) Mathematics. 

(iii) Sanskrit. 

(iv) Physics. 

(v) Chemistry. 

(vi) History. 

(vii) Logic.” 
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II. That in paragraph 11 of the said Rules, for the 
words “in the case of the Entrance Examination,” be 
substituted the words “in the Entrance and F.A. Exa- 
minations.” 

III. That to the Rules for the First Examination in 
Arts (Calendar for 1902, pp. 161-152), the following new 
Rules be added : 

6. Thr Head Examiner shall determine, in consultation with the 
F.A. Examiners in his subject, the method of marking the answer 
papers of the candidates. 

For this purpose a meeting of the Examiners in each subject shall 
be held as soon as possible after the close of the Examination, at which 
provisional rules shall be drawn up. After this meeting, each Examiner 
shall look over a certain number of papers (the number to be determined 
at the meeting), and shall submit them to the Head Examiner for re- 
examination. After he has re-examined these papers, the Head Exam- 
iner shall call another meeting for the final determination of the rules. 
A copy of these rules shall be sent to each F.A. Examiner and to the 
Registrar. 

7. Each Head Examiner shall re-examine 5 per cent, of the answer 
papers looked over by each of the F.A. Examiners in his subject, with 
a view to see whether they are working uniformly according to the 
method indicated, and shall direct, if necessary, any Examiner to con- 
form strictly to that method. 

The re-examination of the answer papers shall be conducted in the 
following manner ; — 

Every F.A. Examiner .shall, as soon as he finishes the examination 
of about 100 papers, send them with the corresponding pages of his roll 
to his Head Examiner, wdio shall examine ut least five papers taken at 
random out of them, and shall give the examiner any further instruc- 
tions he may deem fit, or shall return the remaining papers for re-exam- 
ination, if he is of opinion tint the rules have not been complied with. 
The same course shall be followed with every subsequent batch of 100 
papers. 

8. In no case shall the Head Examiner increase or diminish the 
marks assigned to any paper by an F.A. Examiner without himself 
examining that paper. 

9. In case of a difference arising between a Head Examiner and 
an F.A. Examiner, an appeal shall lie to the Moderators. 

10. Every F.A. Examiner must remain in Calcutta as long as his 
services are required by his Head Examiner. 

11. The Head Examiner shall forward to the Registrar by instal- 
ments the marks or totalised marks, as the case may be, in his subject, 
with observations on those cases which he may deem worthy of special 
consideration. 

In order to avoid delay in the submission of the totalised marks. 
Head Examiners are reqiiested to see that the F.A. Examiners look 
over the papers of candidates in the order in which their names appear 
in the rolls (General Rule 13).” 

IV.' That to Rule 14 of the Rules for Examinations 
(Calendar for 1902, p. 148), the following be added after 
the first sentence: 
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• _ The number of papers examined each week is expected to be 
fairly proportionate to the total number of papers to be examined with- 
in the time prescribed.” 

V. That in Rule 16 (Calendar for 1902, p. 149), the 
following be added to the first paragraph . 

“ In the case of the B.A. Examination 40 half- papers shall, for the 
purposes of this Rule, bo taken equivalent to 25 papers. 

Where an Examiner has over 100 papers or half -papers to re-exam- 
ine, he shall send in the marks of these papers by instalments of 100 
or less, as the re-examination of them is completed.”

Father Lafont explained that in accepting the Syllabus 
he had been influenced by the assurance that the teaching 
in the Presidency College was based upon this Syllabus, 
and anything short of it would make the Examination too 
easy. 

Babu Gaurisankar-De seconded the motion. 

Dr. J. C. Bose opposed the adoption of the Syllabus 
and recommended the continuance of the pn sent standard 
in the meantime. He reminded the Senate that B. Course 
was to be abolished in a f;:w years, and unless students 
were drawn to the B. Sc. Course the cause of Science would 
suffer. The recent B., Sc. Examination had drawn only 
twelve candidates, and only two had passed, although 
their qualifications were above the average. The result 
was that the admissions in the Presidency College had 
dwindled down to five. It was not desirable, under the 
circumstances, to make the course more difficult and more 
extensive. 

Babu Gobindachandra Das supported Dr. Bose’s 
recommendation. He pointed out that the new Syllabus 
was a prodigious advance on the existing course, and the 
experiments prescribed were so numerous that it would not 
be possible for most Colleges to provide the sets of appa- 
ratus necessary to meet the requirements of even a class of 
thirty students. 

Mr. Kiichler said that he did not anticipate the objec- 
tion taken to the Syllabus for the F.E. Examination, which 
was certainly an inferior Examination : substantially the 
same Syllabus had been accepted only the other day. In 
other Universities this Syllabus was prescribed for an 
intermediate Examination. The present course was so 
ludicrously inadequate that the Examiner of Physics at 
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the recent Examination could not abide by it. If the 
result was so bad, it should be remembered that the candi- 
dates had deliberately shirked all work that was outside 
the text-book. The next Examination was likely to shqw 
better results, as the students were taking real interest and 
working very hard. 

The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay moved, as. 
an amendment, that the Syllabus be referred back to the 
Board of Studies in Experimental and Mathematical 
Physics. There was no hurry in the matter, as a number of 
changes adopted by the Senate were in abeyance, in view 
of the outcome of the Universities Commission Report. 
When two learned Professors like Dr. Bose and Mr 
Kiichler differed fundamentally, it was best that the 
question should be re-discussed in the Board. 

Maulavi Seraj-ul-Islam seconded the amendment. 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari supported the amend- 
ment. He remarked that Father Lafont had made his 
motion with some reservation, while Dr. Bose and Mr. 
Kiichler were hopelessly at variance. He regretted that 
the fact of the Examiner in Physics for the recent 
B.Sc. Examination having set his papers with regard to 
the text-books prescribed had not been stated when the 
Senate permitted some of the failed candidates at the B.Sc. 
Examination to revert to the B. Course. 

The amendment was put to the meeting and carried. 

541. The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay moved

548. The Officiating Registrar laid on the table the 
following recommendation from the M. A. Board of Exa- 
miners for 1902 : — 

“ That, as regards the conditions for passing, the Scientific subjects 
for the M.A. Examination be put on the same footing as the literary 
subjects, and candidates in the Scientific subjec ts be retpiircd to obtain 
30 per cent, of the marks in each paper, with 40 per cent, in the 
tor a Third class, 48 per cent, for a Second class, and 60 j)er 
cent, t’cjr a First class.” 

The President explained that the recommendation was 
based on the fact that there were instances of candidates 
passing, even when they failed, and failed miserably, in 
the Practical Examination. lie was clearly of opinion 
that something should be done to prevent candidates from 
passing, who gave no evidence of practical knowledge. 
But he was more than doubt: ul whether the recommenda- 
tion should be adopted in its entirety 

The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay moved 
that, before dealing with the recommendation, the question 
be referred to the Boards of .Studies in Mathematics, 
Mathematical and Experimental Physics, Ehernistry, and 
Biology and Geology, for an expression of their views, 
lie remarked that, while it was desirable to insist upon 
practical knowledge, care should.be taken not to deter stu - 
dents from the pursuit of Science Degrees. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, seconded the motion. 

Mr. II. M. Percival pointed out that, at the meeting of 
the M.A. Board of Examiners, the recommendation had, 
m the first instance, related only to the Practical Examina- 
tion in Chemistry, but gradually assumed its present 
expanded form. 

A distinction had always been made between Arts and 
Science, and Scientific subjects had been regarded as more 
difficult. 

A comparison of results showed also that the standard 
had been raised, so that candidates in Chemistry, for 
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example, who had been expected by their teachers to take 
a first class, were placed by their Examiners in the third. 

Babu Mahendranath Ray supported the reference to the 
Boards. He pointed out that in some of the Scientific 
subjects there was no Practical Examination at all. 

Rev. Dr. Morrison contended that no distinction should 
be made between Arts and Science in the M.A. Examina- 
tion; whatever justification there might have been, in the 
beginning, for any concessions in favour of Scientific 
subjects, there was absolutely none now. A comparison 
of results for the last ten years would show that the passes 
in A^ts and in Science were not very discrepant. English 
had been described as an easy subject, but the results 
pointed to a different conclusion. There was ample ground 
for the recommendation made by the Board of Examiners. 

Dr. P. K. Ray supported the reference to the Boards. 
It should not be possible for any candidate, he said, to 
obtain a Degree in Science without giving evidence of 
practical knowledge. 

The motion was then put to the meeting and carried.

594. The Senate was convened for the purpose of 
conferring degrees. 

The Vice-Chancellor having declared the Convocation 
open^, the graduates of the year were admitted to their 
respective d^rees in the usual manner. 


695. His Excellency the Chancellor then called upon 
the Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor to address the Convoca- 
tion. 
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696. The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor then addresseci 
the Convocation as follows: — 

Your Excellency, Your Honour, Ladies and Gentle- 
men of the University, — The events of the last academic 
year have not been such as to call for a long report on 
this occasion. The Senate has lost six of its members by 
death, and nine by retirement or resignation. Their ser- 
vices to the University will be recorded elsewhere, but I 
may be allowed to say that our teachers and superinten- 
dents had their share in the sorrow which has lately fallen 
on the Province, and that our meeting to-day seems incom- 
plete without the presence of Sir John Woodburn. 

Indian Universities Commission. 

In my Convocation Address of last year I referred to 
the appointment of a Commission to report on the Uni- 
versities jof India. When the Report of that Commission 
was signed, 1 warned my colleagues to prepare for a 
strong movement of protest, and the event has justified 
my forecast. I shall not complain of anything that has 
been said or written, but I may express my regret that the 
discussion has taken, on the whole, an unpractical turn. 
Much energy has been expended in denouncing proposals 
which nobody ever made, and the actual recommendations 
of the Commissioners have not been widely read, and have 
certainly not been generally understood. 

The Despatch of 1854. 

In framing those recommendations the Commissioners 
founded themselves on the Education Despatch of 1854. 
They drew attention to the fact that some of the most im- 
portant proposals of the Despatch — notably those which 
relate to University Professorships and to the inspection 
of Colleges — have never been carried out; and they tried 
to show how the policy of 1854 might receive its legitimate 
and necessary fulfilment. 

In taking this line, the Commission was constrained to 
leave on one sidem scheme of Univer...ity reform which has 
attracted a certain amount of support. There are able 
men who tell us that the experiment of 1854 is a failure; 
that India possesses at present no University worthy of 
the name; and that the only hope for the future lies in the 
foundation of a new Teaching University, well equipped 
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•in all branches of advanced study, and attracting to itself 
the best students from all our colleges. One able writer 
has even selected a site for the new foundation, somewhere 
among the hills of Chota Nagpur. Far be it from me to 
say that the University of the future, as these gentlemen 
imagine it, is only a dream. We shall have it, I hope, 
but if we are to have it, I am firmly convinced that the 
first step is to make the most and the best of existing 
institutions. 

Government and the Universities. 

In laying down the lines on which these institutions 
may be improved, the Commissioners address their advice 
in the first place to Government, from which the Universi- 
ties derive all their powers. But there is nothing in the 
Report to justify the charge that we aimed at destroying 
the independence which ihe Universities now enjoy. The 
chief aim of the Commission was to strengthen the Univer- 
sities ; and the stronger they are, the more independent 
they are likely to be. In those of our recommendations 
which relate to the Director of Public Instruction, we were 
guided by established usage In all the Universities 
the Director of Public Instruciion is a Fellow and a mem- 
ber of the Syndicate. When schools and colleges are un- 
der discussion, his colleagues are accustomed to look to 
him for information and guidance. We proposed that 
the Director should be in all cases an ex~oificio Fellow, 
and that he should act as Vice-Chairman of the Syndicate. 
This modest suggestion would hardly be worth mention- 
ing, if it were not that it is accepted in some quarters as 
a convincing proof that the Commissioners were bent 
on placing the Universities under the heel of the Educa- 
tion Departments. 

The Appeal to University Graduates. 

But the Report is not for the consideration of Govern- 
ment only; it challenges the attention of all educated men 
in India. For sometime past we have been aware that our 
Universities are not usually mentioned with approval by 
outside critics. They are freely described as examining 
boards, and we have been told that the training given in 
our colleges' is to a great extent inadequate and unsatis- 
factory. You now have to face the fact that a Commis- 
sion, on which the Universities themselves were strongly 
represented, has closely inspected more than fifty colleges; 
has conferred with more than 160 witnesses, and has come 
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to the unanimous conclusion that great changes in our 
methods are urgently r^uired.. I say the unanimous con- 
clusion, because the points on which my honourable and 
learned colleague, Mr. Justice Banerjee, has recorded a 
note of dissent, are all points which may be conceded 
without surrendering the main position of the Report. 

the opponents of our policy should offer to withdraw 
their objections, on condition that we accept the learned 
Judge’s modifications of the scheme. I think we should 
close with the offer at once: 

Take, by way of illustration, that part of the Report 
which relates to the re-constitution of the Senate. We 
propose that our Senate should be a working body, direct- 
ly responsible for advanced teaching, and competent to 
maintain a high standard of teaching in the colleges gene- 
rally. We propose that those of our Fellows, who are 
able and willing to attend to University work, should be 
among those who are appointed to the new Senate; and 
that the rest should become in title, what they already 
are in fact, namely Honorary Fellows. As in the case of 
other deliberative bodies, we propose that the appoint- 
ment should be for a term of years. For making these 
suggestions, we have been accused of unwisdom and of 
revolutionary violence. Now, let us hear Mr. Justice 
Banerjee. He agrees as to the expediency of creating a 
new Senate; he agrees as to the number we propose; he 
agrees as to the limit of five years. His plan for select- 
ing the members of the new governing body seems to me 
open to some objections. But sooner than remain as we 
are, I would readily accept my honourable colleague’s 
proposals. 

This is not the time to go point by point through the 
scheme of the Commission; my opportunity for detailed 
explanation will come at a later stage. But there is one 
version of our Report which meets me so often in con- 
versation and correspondence that I should like to deal 
with it here and now. It is represented to me that the 
Commissioners have shown a certain want of sympathy 
with the difficulties which teachers in this country have to 
encounter. There are some who say to me: ‘*We are 
carrying on our College work with scanty resources, and 
under many discouragements. You come now with a cata- 
logue of new demands and with a plain hint that we must 
cease to exist, unless those demands are complied with.” 
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* No charge distresses me so much as this, for I spent 
the best years of my life as a teacher, with all the ad- 
vantages which a resident at Oxford enjoys. I should be 
inexcusable if I could forget, still more inexcusable if I 
could add to the burden laid on those who are doing the 
same work under less easy conditions. But I usually 
find that those who make this charge have not had an 
opportunity of reading the Report. The taste for blue- 
books is not widely diffused in India, and the newspapers 
— of which I wish to speak with courtesy — deal with these 
matters in a summary way. In giving the outline of our 
scheme they turn “ should ” into “ shall ” and “ may ” into 
“must”; they leave out the qualifying words; and thus 
an impression is produced that every suggestion we make 
IS meant to be turned at once into a law and imposed on 
five Universities and some scores of colleges without the 
least regard to place, time, and circumstance. One small 
example of this method may suffice to show its absurdity. 
In speaking of hostels, the Commissioners happened to re- 
mark on the quality of the lamps used by students who 
burn the midnight kerosene in the pursuit of learning. On 
this a newspaper editor gravely asks me to say whether 
the quality of a student’s lamp is a proper subject of legis- 
lation. To be sure not ; but who said it was? 

Legislation. 

In the paragraph which is devoted to legislation, the 
Commissioners have clearly described the initial steps 
which they humbly recommend the Government and the 
Legislature to take. The rest of the Report is for the 
most part in the nature of advice. You cannot refuse to 
consider that advice ; five of the seven names appended to 
it are the names of men who have had long experience of 
educational work in this country. But the Commissioners 
themselves tell you that the process of improvement to 
which they look forward must be gradual, that it must 
be carried out with due regard to existing interests, and 
that you are to rely not only on statutes and regulations, 
but on the voluntary co-operation of all who are interested 
in the higher education. 

" Efficiency.” 

We knew well that we were making a formidable 
demand on our colleges. We had some misgivings lest 
the demand for increased efficiency might have the inci- 
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dental effect of curtailing the opportunities which poor 
students now enjoy. But this is one of the passages where 
the difference between “ must ** and “ may ” is very impor- 
tant. The measures we propose may have the effect of 
narrowing the held of University education. Whether 
they are to have that effect or not will depend, not on the 
Commission, nor on Government, but on the educated 
classes of this country. We are often reminded that this 
is a poor country, and that our ambition must be limited 
accordingly, but we ought not to make the poverty of the 
ryot an excuse for want of energy or want of hope in other 
and more fortunate classes of our people. We have, here 
in Bengal, all the resources, in men and money, which are 
required to place the colleges of Bengal in a satisfactory 
position. The worst enemies of education are the men 
who argue that because India is a poor country, therefore 
we must tolerate what we know to be inferior, we must 
not think of aiming at the best. 

The word “ efficiency has recently become a weapon 
of attack in English politics; it seems to alarm some of 
our college teachers, and they have asked me to define the 
term by means of rules. Something can be done in that 
way, and Allahabad has taken the lead by prescribing in 
detail the arrangements to be made by colleges which 
undertake to teach Physics and Chemistry. But the utility 
of rules, as His Excellency and I have much reason to 
know, is limited. Efficiency is an ideal, always before 
us, and never quite attained. Balliol College, for ex- 
ample, has the advantage of our Calcutta colleges, at 
least in certain points; but if I could take you through 
the halls of that learned society, you would find that in 
their official capacity, the Fellows of Balliol are a body 
of discontented men. There is always some great thing 
which the c«>llege needs, and is trying to get. If the day 
should come when the Fellows fold their hands and say — 
“No more changes : we are as good as any one can expect 
us to be ” — that will be the day of BallioPs decline. 

Law Teaching. 

There is one department of our work which has occu- 
pied so much of my mind that I should like to mention 
it specially to-day. I refer to our Law classes. There is 
a very strong body of opinion to the effect that our present 
system of law teaching is inadequate and unsatisfactory. 
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•I will ask you to look closely at the advice given by the 
Commissioners on this point, and I make that request 
because this part of our scheme is persistently misquoted. 
The Bombay Senate, for example, has recorded a Reso- 4 
lution condemning a proposal which I cannot find in the 
Report. We recommend — I wrote the words myself, and 
chose them carefully — that “the question of creating or 
maintaining and improving an adequate School of Law 
should be taken up without delay at each of the Univer- 
sities.*’ When the question is taken up, we shall have to 
consider details and to meet fairly any representation 
from the interests affected. In the first instance, the ques- 
tion, as it relates to Calcutta, is for the Government of 
Bengal and the High Court ; and with them I am content 
to leave it. But my colleagues in the Senate may rest 
assured of this, that we do not advocate centralisation for 
its own sake. My own belief is that a School or College 
of Law, if we 011 1 see our way to establishing it. will 
render services of great value to our profession, and will 
also have a good effect on the administration of justice 
in the Province. 

As to existing Law classes we submitted no formal 
recommendation, but we expressed the opinion that they 
must disikppear “except where it can be shown that a 
centre of bond fide legal teaching can be established.” 
Taken with these qualifying words, the sentence is almost 
a truism, for surely none of us would defend a college 
department which neither is nor hopes to become a centre 
of bond iide teaching. 

On this point there is, I venture to think, a considerable 
measure of agreement between Mr. Justice Banerjee and 
myself. He is opposed to centralisation, so far as Cal- 
cutta is concerned, and at Calcutta, Bombay and Alla- 
habad he would leave Law teaching to the colleges, pro- 
vided — my honourable and learned friend is a master of 
accurate language, and you must not forget the proviso — 

“ provided that they increase their staff where it is insuffi- 
cient, and make arrangements for tutorial supervision.” 
And he recommends “that those three Universities should 
establish at their local centres good Law libraries acces- 
sible to all Law students of affiliated colleges, and Law 
societies under the guidance of Committees composed of 
members of the Bench and the Bar of the High Court and 
of Professors of the Law Colleges.” If those who quote 
Mr. Justice Banerjec’s opinion against mine will only 
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promise to work up to the learned Judge's programme» h 
will gladly leave the matter to be settled between him and 
them. 

The Financial Problem. 

The problem of reform is to some extent a money pro- 
blem. My mind is always returning to this part of the 
subject, and I see as clearly as any of our critics all the 
difficulties that lie before us. I do not for one moment 
forget that good work has been done, and is being done 
with very humble appliances, or that India is a country in 
which learning and poverty have often gone cheerfully 
hand in hand ; but even if our staff be left out of account, 
we cannot have the buildings and the libraries and the 
laboratories we should like to have unless we are prepared 
to face a large expenditure. I have sometimes been asked 
to explain bow the Scottish nation has been able to provide 
itself with four teaching Universities for a population of 
four millions. Those Universities owe little to legisla- 
tion or to Government action of any kind. They have 
been placed in the position they now occupy by a long 
succession of gifts from their own graduates and students 
— men who remember their college days witlj^ pride, and 
who desire to hand on to others the advantage which they 
have themselves enjoyed- It is to this source, more than 
to any other, that I would fain look for the help we need. 
Do not say that the University is an alien institution, 
which strikes no deep root into the soil of India, but make 
it your own by wise generosity and patient effort. 

The Question for the Senate. 

Next week we shall begin to debate these matters in 
the Senate. May I now make a personal appeal to my 
colleagues in that learned body ? It seems to me that the 
time has come to shut off the stream of eloquence which 
has been flowing so freely, and to see what we can effect 
by amicable interchange of opinions. I shall be present 
at that debate, not as a Commissioner, nor as a member 
of the Government, but as Vice-Chancellor, bound to con- 
sider every question in its relation to the interests and the 
sentiments of my own University. 

I ought, perhaps, to apologise for an address which 
has partaken so largely of a controversial character. The 
learned Chief justice may almost have thought he was 
back in the High Court, listening to a too persistent ad*

• vocate. And in truth I have spoken this afternoon as one 
who has a great cause to plead. I hold a brief for the 
University of Calcutta, and my brief is the Report of the 
Universities Comiriission. On that I shall ask their judg-# 
ment — not pressing any detail of our s( heme, but concen- 
trating attention on the main issue. 1 ask them to admit 
that there are serious defects and some abuses in our 
present system, and if they are with me on that point, then 
to decide that the University will co-operate with the Gov- 
ernment in endeavouring to find a remedy for evils which 
we all deplore. If their judgment is in my favour I shall 
rejoice, and if it is against me, I can wait for better times.

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597. In opening the proceedings, the Hon’ble the Vice- 
Chancellor explained that the Senate had been convened 
to consider, at the invitation of the Government of India, 
the Report of the Indian Universities Commission. The 
lateness of the invitation was due to an official misunder- 
standing as to whether India or Bengal should invite the 
opinion of the Senate. The Syndicate had framed a series 
of quesjions arising out of the Report, for the Senate to 
discuss and vote upon. These questions were now laid 
before the Senate. He would like to impress on the 
Senate that the Government of India was not going to 
prepare a detailed scheme of University administration, 
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and to impose it upon them forthwith. What Govern-^ 
ment had to consider was the main issue of the Report - 
whether the powers of the Universities ought to be en- 
larged, and if they were enlarged, what constitutional 
changes would be necessary. That was the issue to which 
he would ask the Senate mainly to direct themselves, 
especially as they were expected to communicate their opi- 
nion before Government left Calcutta.

598. Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari, M.A., B.L., who 
had given notice of a motion to refer the questions to a 
Committee for report, withdrew his motion. 

599. Mr. R. Mittra, LL.B., moved — 

“ That the Senate being of opinion that the Senate, as at present 

constituted, has on the whole worked very well, and that the various 
necessary elements are f.iirly represented on it, disapproves of the re- 
commendation to abolish the present Senate and appoint a new one 
consisting of 100 members.^’ 

In presenting the motion, Mr. Mittra remarked that 
the situation was a critical cae. The Senate had practi- 
cally met to show cause why the verdict of the Commis- 
sion for their extinction should not be enforced. It was 
a Commission in the composition of which they had had 
no voice, and on it sate a Mahomedan Member with an 
avowed animus against the Indians of Bengal, for whom 
Government had to travel beyond British India. It had 
been urged that the Senate was an unwieldy body. But 
the number of Fellows of the Calcutta University was not 
so large as that of the Fellows of English Universities — 
of Cambridge for example. Besides, a scrutiny of the list 
of Fellows would show that, for all intents and purposes, 
there were only 110 Fellows, that is, only ten in excess of 
the number recommended. The charge of inefficiency 
was very vague. If a tree was to be judged by its fruit, 
this inefficient Senate had turned out men who were orna- 
ments to the spheres of life they had adopted. Indeed, 
the classes of men from which the Universities Commis- 
sion would draw our Senators were just the classes of 
men who composed our present Senate. Thus there was 
no case against the Senate, and the movement seemed to 
ipmanate from an alarmist view of the situation, as if the 
growth of graduates and the popular element were fraught 
with political danger. 
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Babu Herambachandra Maitra, M.A., seconded the mc- 
tion. Referring to the charge that the Senate was an un-* 
wieldy body, he pointed out that, as a matter of fact, the 
proceedings of the Senate had never suffered from any of 
the drawbacks incident to an unwieldy body. He illus 
1 rated in detail how a progressive spirit had always domi- 
nated the deliberations of the Senate. Important reforms 
had been effected, and other reforms had been blocked 
only by the virtual refusal of Government to enlarge the 
powers of the Senate. There was absolutely no case for 
the sweeping measure recommended by the Commission 

Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari, M.A., H L., pointed 
out that an analysis of the results of the system of elec- 
tion, as far as it had been in operation here, would show 
that the electors had fully justified the concession made. 

Babu jogendranath Sen, M.A., B.L., observed that a 
reduction in the number of Fellows was not to be regard- 
ed as a panacea for all the defects in the existing system 
of University education. There was need for the eleinc.i 
of aristocracy as well as that of culture finding a repre- 
sentation on the Senate. 

Mr. A. F. A1 Abdur Rahman, Khan Bahadur, protest 
ed against Mr. Mittra’s remarks with reference to the 
Mahomedan Member on the (’ommission, who enjoyed the 
absolute confidence of his (ommunity 

The Rev. A. P. Begg, M.A , urged that the number of 
Fellows should not be under 150. 

The Rev. Dr. J. Morrison, M.A., D.D., remarked that if 
the composition of the Senate v^as not all that was desir- 
able, the blame lay on Government, and not on the Senate. 
There was need for a larger representation of teachers on 
the Senate and Syndicate to provide against unsatisfac- 
tory results 

Mr. N. N. Ghose, F.R.S.L., observed that Mr. Mittra’s 
motion was the safest to be adopted under the circum- 
stances. If the composition of the Senate was to be im- 
proved, the end might very well be secured without the 
aid of fresh legislation. The Chancellor had absolute 
discretion m the appointment of Fellows, and that discre- 
tion had only to be properly exercised in the filling up of 
vacancies, to secure any desirable reduction in the number 
of Fellows, or any desirable introduction of certain classes 
of Fellows. No difficulty had ever been experienced in

tonducting the meetings of the Senate. If the delibera- 
tions of the Senate had not always resulted in good, 
would be found that in those cases the mischief had b^ 
caused by experts, each animated with a desire to push 
his own fad. Only educational experts would not answer. 
Men with knowledge of the country, its social and eco- 
nomic conditions, were needed in the direction of affairs. 

Dr. Suresprasad Sarbadhikari, M.D., did not favour 
the idea that the teaching element should preponderate. 
The function of the teacher was to teach, not to control 
teaching. 

Mr. R. C. Dutt, C.I.E., observed that he had looked in 
vain for any evidence in the Report that would substanti- 
ate the charge of inefficiency brought against the Senate. 
There was no cause for the drastic measure recommended 
by the Commission. The Senate was the creation of past 
Viceroys, and it was jDerfertly within the competency of 
Viceroys to rectify any defects without going the length 
of the recommendation of the C ommission We needed 
not merely educational experts, but men in touch with 
the social life of the countr^ 

Babu Bhupendranath Basu, M A , B.L., pointed out 
that, having regard to the conservative genius of the peo- 
ple, it was necessary to introduce into the Senate men who, 
though not distinguished for culture, were leaders of so- 
ciety, and whose influence would commend the cause of 
high education to the country. Their services could not 
be ignored. Laymen on Senate had always right loyally 
followed the leading of eminent teachers and experts. 

The Hon*ble Mr. C. W. Bolton, C.S.I., pointed out 
that it was a misapprehension to suppose that there was 
any intention to abolish the present Senate or to cast any 
slur upon them. 

Raja Pyarimohan Mookerjee, M.A, B.L., C.S.I., testi- 
fied to the good the University had done, and observed 
that successive Chancellors and Vice-Chancellors had pro- 
nounced it an unprecedented success. It had kept pace 
with the progress of intelligence. He characterised the 
treatment it was threatened with, as gross injustice and 
deliberate insult. 

Mr. E. M. Wheeler, M.A., pointed out that, if it was 
"desirable to reduce the number of Fellows, section 7 of 
the Act of Incorporation gave the Governor-General of 
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India in Council ample power to do so without the aid of. 
fresh legislation. He would suggest, however, that the 
words “ being of opinion represented on it be omit- 

ted from the motion. 

Mr. Mittra accepted the suggestion. 

The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay, M.A., D.L., 
F.R.A.S,, F.R.S.E., observed that there was nothing like 
proper representation on the Senate, and the Senate needed 
to be strengthened. Many of the colleges were not repre- 
sented at all on the Senate, and the proportion of teachers 
(60 out of 158) was grossly inadequate. The Advocate^ 
General was not a Fellow, and the Law Faculty had- not 
the benefit of his services. The conflicting elements of 
experts and non-experts, Europeans and Indians, officials 
and non-officials, on the Senate, needed to be duly balan- 
ced. The system of nomination could not be said to have 
been fairly worked by Government. The system of elec- 
tion, as far as it had been in operation, could not be charg- 
ed with failure. Terminable Fellowships would interfere 
with the independence of the Senate. 

The Rev. Dr. K. S. Macdonald, M.A., D.D., observed 
that he was at a loss to make out what precisely was in- 
tended by a new Senate, as recommended. 

The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor, (who vacated the 
Chair in favour of the Hon'ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopa- 
dhyay, M.A., D.L., F.R A.S., F.R.S.E.), in brin|^ing the 
discussion to a close, remarked that there was no 
proposal to extinguish the present Senate, nor had any 
one charged the present Senate with incompetency. 
There was general discontent as to the character -of the 
teaching, and the complaint was well-founded. To re- 
medy the evil, it was necessary to enlarge the powers of 
the Senate, but it was felt that the present Senate were 
not a proper body to exercise the enlarged powers. Hence 
the necessity for a reconstitution of the Senate. There 
was not a scrap of evidence to sustain the charge that the 
recommendation was part of a plot against the interests 
of high educgjtion. If Government was to blame for the 
composition of the present Senate, it was no argument 
against Government proposing to reform the Senate for 
the future. A working governing body was needed, and 
that was all that was aimed at. To bring about the re- 
sult in the exercise of powers- conferred by section T' of 
the Act of Incorporation would be unexampled and invi-

•dious. It was necessary to constitute the Senate on prin- 
ciple, giving representation to all Studies and branches of 
learning, and for this purpose a measure of reconstitution 
was required. 

The motion was then put to the meeting in the follow- 

ing form : — 

“ Tluit ihe Semite disapproves of the recommendation to abolish the 
present Senate and appoint a new one consistini; of 100 members.” 

Forty-one members voted for it, and seventeen against 
it. 

The motion was declared carried. 

600. The Senate adjourned to meet again on Satur- 
day, the 7th March, .1903.

602. The Rev. A. P. Begg moved — 

“ That the strength of the Senate of the Calcutta University be kept 
up to 150, and that vacancies be fillcfl in the proportion of one-half by 
election by registered graduates holding the highest class of clegree 
ami one^half by appointment of His Excellency the Chancellor.’* 

The motion was seconded by Babu Jogendrachandra 
Ghose, who pointed out that the genius of the country 
and the example of English Universities demanded a self- 
governing Senate. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S.J., and the Hon’ble Mr. 
C. W. Bolton took exception to the motion as out of order, 
in view of the motion carried at the previous meeting. 

Mr. N. N. Ghose observed that no maximum should 
be fixed, and that the election system had not proved a 
great success. The motion, on being put to the meeting, 
was declared lost. 
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603. The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay 
moved — 

I. That it is not desirable to deprive the Senate of the power of 
constituting the Faculties. 

TI. That it is not necessary to limit the number of members in the 
several Faculties. 

III. That it is not desirable t'» prevent a member of the Senate 
from becoming a member of more than one Faculty. 

In presenting these motions, the Hon’ble Dr. Mukho- 
padhyay pointed out that if the constitution of the Facul- 
ties had not been all that could be desired, the blame 
rested, not with the Senate, but with the Government. If 
gentlemen were appointed Fellows who had no special 
qualifications, and yet had to be assigned to a Faculty, 
the Senate were helpless. Surely, if the Senate could be 
trusted with the power of disaffiliating colleges, they 
could be trusted with constituting the Faculties. They 
had not in the Senate a superabundance of experts, and 
the restriction of Fellows to only one Faculty would 
operate to confine expert service to one department when 
it was equally needed in other departments. 

Rai Jatindranath C’haudhuri seconded the motions. 

Mr. G. W. Kuchler, while allowing that the Faculties 
must overlap in some measure, observed that the Senate 
had not always exercised a wise discretion. He would 
instance the large number of lawyers assigned to the 
Faculty of * Arts, The constitution of the Faculties 
should, in his opinion, rest with the Vice-C'hancellor. 

Babu Jogendranath Sen pointed out that these lawyers 
were all graduates in Arts. 

The motions, on being put to the meeting, were all 
declared carried. 

604. The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay 
moved — 

“ I. That no csibC h:is been made out for having any ex-officio 
member of the Syndicate. 

II. That the Syndicate should be lef' free to elect its own Vice- 
Chairman from yeaV to year. 

III. That it is not desirable that the Syndicate should be elected 
by the Senate instead of by the Faculties as at pre.sent. 

IV. That the Senate, while admitting that teachers should be ade- 
quately represented on the Syndicate, is of opinion that it is not 
desirable that there should be a statutory majority of teachers, as such, 
in the Syndicate, as recommended in para. 51 of the Report. 
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V. That it is not desirable that any of the powers of the 
Syndicate should be exereiseil independently of the Senate, and that, 
in the opinion of the Senate, it is expedient .ind necessary that the 
Senate should not be deprived of the power it at present possesses of 
re\ising the decision of the Syndicate upon any matter. 

VI. That it is not desirable that the SyiKlinte should act inde- 
pendently of the Senate in regard to disafliliation of Colleges : that 
the Senate fully approves of the principle iinlicated in para. 15 of the 
letter of the (iovernment of India, viz.^ that the recommendation of 
the Syndicate for the disaffiliation of (\>llege should, in the first ins- 
tance, be brought before the Senate and be subsecjuently submitted to 
(Government along with the views of the Senate upon the" matter.” 

In presenting these motions, the Hon’ble Dr. Mukho- 
padhyay observed that no necessity had arisen for pro- 
viding, by statute, that the Director of Public Instruction 
should be a member of the Syndicate. He had been uni- 
formly returned. If a statutory provision had to be made, 
the question would arise, which of the Directors of Public 
Instruction should have the privilege? Besides, the Direc- 
tor of Public Instruction did not represent every depart- 
ment of study. The Pleads of the departments of Law 
and Medicine might have an equal claim. 

In the same way, there was no ground for providing, 
by statute, that the Director of Public Instruction should 
be Vice-Chairn'an of the Syndicate. The Government of 
India did not seem to be quite in favour of the proposal. 
In the absence of the Vice-Chancellor, the Senior Member 
had hitherto taken the chair. If the names cf the senior 
members who had occupied the chair were considered, it 
would be found that the interests of education were quite 
as safe in their hands as they would have been in the 
hands of the Director of Public Instruction, if not safer. 

' The representation of the Faculties on the Syndicate 
would be safer in the hands of the Faculties than in the 
hands of the Senate. The Members of the Faculty of. 
Medicine, for example, would be a minority in the Senate. 
Was it desirable that the Senate should be in a position to 
override their choice as to who should represent them on 
the Syndicate ? . 

It should be remembered that courses of study were 
regulated by Boards of Studies, which were • composed 
entirely of experts. As far as this function was concern- 
eel, therefore, the voice of teachers was supreme. Legisla- 
tion was not likely to secure a proper representation of the 
Colleges on^ the Syndicate. The interests of Colleges 
wtere conflicting, and in the election of representatives,- the 
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practice had been to secure that Government" CbUege^, 
Missionary Institutions and other private -Colleges were 
represented on the Syndicate. 

The Syndicate, as indeed every other body, were likely 
to do their duty better if there was a Court of Appeal 
There had been a case in which the Syndicate recommend- 
ed the disaffiliation of a college. The Senate interposed 
and resolved upon a different course. Both the recom- 
mendations were before Government, and Government 
supported the Senate. There had been cases in which the 
Syndicate found it necessary to refrain from taking ac- 
tion, because they had not sufficient materials to lay be- 
fore the Senate in justification of such action. Besides, 
as regards disaffiliation, the University simply made a 
recommendation. The ultimate decision rested with 
Government. 

Mr. H. M. Rustomjee seconded the motions, which were 
supported by Babu Srischandra Chaudhuri. 

Babu Mahendranath Ray spoke in favour of a statu- 
tory majority of teachers on the Syndicate. He analysed 
the results of the elections for some years, and pointed out 
that, with the exception of two teachers, no other teachers 
had had a chance. 

The Rev. Dr. J. Morrison was of opinion that a majo- 
rity of teachers should be secured on the Syndicate by 
statute. The necessity for the B. A, Inquiry Committee 
was evidence that the teaching element should be strong 
in the governing body of the University. 

Dr. P. K. Ray observed that bond fide teachers should 
have more control over the affairs of the University, that 
is, men who had made education their main pursuit in life. 
Such men had little chance hitherto at the election of 
representatives. 

Babu Goneschunder Chunder, Maulavi Muhammad 
Yusoof, Khan Bahadur, and Babu Jogendrachandra 
Ghose were in favour of the Director of Public Instruc- 
tion being an ex-officto member of the Syndicate. 

Maulavi Syed Shamsul Huda would leave the Direc- 
tor of Public Instruction to be returned by the free vote 
of the Faculty. 

Mr. E. M. Wheeler suggested the insertion of the words 
under bye-laws to be framed by the Senate after the 
word "Syndicate" in the fourth motion. 
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• . The,fi6n*ble Dr. Mukhopadhyay accepted the sugges- 
tion. * 

The motions, on being put to the meeting, were’^all de- 
clared carried. 

605. The Hon*ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay 
moved — 

“ I. That it is necessan’ that the Senate should exercise an effective 
power of control over afRliated Colleges and should exercise some 
degree of supervision over them but it is not desirable that there 
sliould be any undue interference with the internal management of the 
Colleges or any interference with the administration of their finances 
S'j long as proper efficiency is maintained. 

II. Th.at it is es.sential that the University should make provision 
for the appointment of a special officer of its own for the inspection 
of affiliated Colleges, whose duty it will be to submit regularly full 
report*: upon the condition of the Colleges, to be considered By the 
Syndicate or by a special Standing ('ommittee of the Senate. 

III. That "the Senate ai»proves of the principle underlying the 
jiroposals of the C'oinmission which rel; te to the (| estion of profier 
refidence for studenis, and would wel omc any | acticable scheme 
relating to this matter. 

JV. That the Senate, while approvii g of the pr nciple that there 
should be a properly c<instituted govern’ng body fo each college, is 
(»f o])inion that, uinler existing cot)diti< ns, e\ref)tioi to the general 
rule should he allowed.” 

In presenting these moti*^ ns, the Hon’ble Dr. Mukho- 
padhyay observed that it was necessary to provide for the 
supervision of colleges. Affiliation ought to be a subsist- 
ing relation. There had been instances of colleges dete- 
riorating from their original standard, and of the dete- 
rioration not coming to the knowledge of the University 
until matters had drifted to a crisis. The University 
had ample funds for providing for the necessary supervi- 
sion. It was desirable also that the government of a 
college should be vested in a Committee, and not in the 
Proprietor alone, except in the case of such a proprietor 
as Pandit Iswarachandra Vidyasagara, where a Commit- 
tee would be a hindrance rather than a help. 

Babu Jogendrachandra Ghose seconded the motions. 

Dr. P. K. Ray suggested that schools should be suj^r- 
vised as well as colleges. 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra suggested that rules 
should be framed for the guidance of the colleges. 

Mr. N. N. Ghose urged that the supervision should be 
held by persons who were in no way interested in the col- 
leges. He was not in favour of a Government officer 
supervising a private college. 

58 
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Lieutenant-Colonel G. S. A. Ranking proposed that 
motion No. IV be amended as follows: — 

“ That the Senate approves of the princi])le that there should be 
a properly constituted jjoverning body for each college.” 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S.J., seconded the amend- 
ment. 

Babu Umeschandra Datta pointed out that the Uni- 
versity did not exercise the control it had over the col- 
leges. The machinery was wanting for the exercise of 
such control, and steps should be taken to supply it. At 
the same time, unnecessary interference should be avoided. 

On the motions and the amendment being put to the 
meeting, the first three motions and the amendment on the 
fourth were declared carried. 

606. The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Miikhopadhyay 
moved — 

‘‘ T, 'i^hat the Senate disapproves of the principle ‘ that the fees 
must not be fi.Nerl so low ns to tempt .i poor student of but ordinary 
.ability to follovs a rni\ersity C'ourse which it Is not to his real interest 
to un<lertake.’ 

II. That the Senate disapproves ol the priiici[)le ‘that if free 
studentshijis are permitted, they ought not to exceed three ])ct cent, of 
the total number of students on the rolls of a college,* 

III. That it is not tlesirable that the University shoukl interfere 
in the matter of fees, but that the interference sh »ulrl be limited to the 
determination of the conditions of efTiciency iiul the strict enforcement 
of such conditions.” 

In presenting these motions, the Hon’ble Dr. Mukho- 
padhyay remarked that the recommendation to shut out 
poor students as such had caused him Inuch surprise. 
Besides, it was not workable. Efficiency was all that 
the University could reasonably insist upon. 

The Hon’ble Maulavi Serajul Islam, Khan Bahadur, 
seconded the motions, pointing out that the recommenda- • 
tion as to fees would seriously affect Mahomedan students. 

Mr. N. N. Ghose pointed out that, having regard to the 
fact that almost every opening for service was shut 
against those ^ho had not passed University Examin- 
ations, the recommendation woula operate most prejudi- 
cially. 

The Rev. A. P. Begg was in favour of the raising of 
fees, as it would enable the Colleges to maintain a proper 
staff, and to offer free studentships to poor students, 
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• The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S.J., agreed in thinking 
that by charging students fees according to their social 
status, Colleges would be in a position to help poor stu- 
dents, who should not, however, be admitted to free stu- 
dentships without passing a test examination. 

Babu Jogendrachandra Ghose pointed out that the 
vast majority of the gentry were poor. 

Babu Mahendranath Ray pointed out that low fees 
were responsible for the inadequate pay of the Professors. 

In closing the discussion, the Hon’ble the Vice-Chan- 
cellor remarked that there was nothing in the Report to 
excite the indignation called forth in connection with poor 
students. Efficiency was the primary consideration. 
Cheapness should not be secured at the sacrifice of the 
staff. Low fees involv^ed two evils. They drew away 
.students from colleges charging proper fees, and they 
tempted poor students to go in for spheres of life which 
it was against their true interests to aim at. 

The motions, on being put to the meeting, were all de- 
clared carried.

G08. On the discussion of the questions referred by 
the Syndicate being resumed, the Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh 
Mukhopadhyay moved - 

“Thill the Senate disapproves of the Ter'jinmeinlations of the Com- 
mission relating to the transfer of .studeiils and terminal payment of 
fees, but the Senate approves of restriition n]M>n the transler of stu 
dents when such transfer is a.sked for to evatle discipline.” 

In presenting the motion, the Hoii’ble Dr. Mukhopa- 
dhyay observed that the recommendation of the (Commis- 
sion with reference to transfers, ignored the fact that ap- 
plications for transfer were sometimes based on change 
in the circumstances of students or of colleges, and that 
payment in advance would be a hardship, if not an im- 
possibility, to many students. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S.J., seconded the motion 

Babu Jogendranath Sen observed that the Government 
Transfer Rules were sufficiently stringent. 

The Rev. Dr. J. Morrison moved that the words “ or 
in the middle of a term except in special cases ” be added 
to the motion. No one seconding the motion, it fell 
through. 
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The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay’s motion, on- 
being put to the meeting, was declared carried. 

609. The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay 
moved — 

“ 'J’hat the Senate disapproves of the recommendation of the Com- 
mission regardinfj the abolition of second grade Colleges, and accepts 
the view of the Government of India indicated in paragraph 11 of their 
letter, namely, ‘ that so long as efficiency is strictly insisted upon, 
second grade Colleges occupy a definite place in the educational machi- 
nery of the country and fulfil a useful function.’ 

Assuming that it is desirable that School and College classes 
should be conducted in separate buildings, the Senate is of opinion that 
any such arrangement impracticable under existing conditions, and 
the Senate disapproves of the recommendation that Schools and Col- 
leges .should be under separate management.” 

In presenting the motions, the Hon’ble Dr. Mukho- 
padhyay pointed out that the Government of India had 
already demurred to the recommendation of the Gommis- 
sion regarding the abolition of Second Grade Colleges. 
He observed further that it was not practicable to hold 
School and College classes in separate buildings. When 
there were so many claims on the funds of our colleges, 
it was not proper to insist on money being spent on secur- 
ing separate buildings for them. 

The Rev. Dr. K. S. Macdonald suggested that for the 
word “ impracticable ”, the words “ not always practica- 
ble be substituted. 

The Hon’ble Dr. Mukhopadhyay accepted the sugges- 
tion. 

The motion, on being put to the meeting, was declared 
carried. 

610. The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay 
moved — 

“ That the Senate disapproves of the recommemlation of the 
Commission that the recognition of Schools by the University should 
depend on their recognition by the Director of Public Instruction, 
and the Senate accepts the view of the Government of India as indi- 
cated in para. 16 of their letter, namely, ‘ that the recognition or 
non-recognition of a School will be the act of the University, that the 
functions of the T^ducation Department will be limited to placing 
before the University the information reciuisite to enable it to exercise 
its controlling authoriU, and that the rules which a School will have 
to conform to for the purpose .s of recognition will be nt)t the depart- 
mental rules, but the rules framed by the Syndicate for this purpose.’” 

In presenting the motion, the Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh 
Mukhopadhyay pointed out that the Government of India 
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Jiad, in this matter, defined and demarcated the functions 
of the Education Department and the University respec- 
tively. The Syndicate were not always able to accept 
the recommendations of the Inspectors of Schools. In 
such cases the Inspectors concerned, naturally, went up to 
their Chief, the Director of Public Instruction, who, as 
naturally, accepted their version of the case. The charge 
that the Syndicate recognised venture schools was absol- 
utely unsustainable. 

The Rev. Father Lafont, S.J., seconded the motion, 
which was supported by Mr. E. M. Wheeler. 

The motion, on being put to the meeting, was declared 
carried. 

611. Mr. N. N. Ghose moved — 

“ That the Senate docs not disapprove of the recommendation for 
the establishment of a Centr.il I. aw College in Calcutta, but is of opi- 
nion that the 1-aw clas u s in colleges affiliated in Law to the University 
should not be abolished, hut should, b’ke the Arts Department, be sub- 
ject to the control and supervision of the University.” 

Tn presenting the motion, Mr. Ghose pointed out that 
the Commission had, in this matter, proceeded upon con- 
siderations wh’ch were not based upon facts. A compari- 
son between the standard of law teaching in the English 
Inns of Court and in our Colleges would show that a 
higher standard was required of B.I.. candidates. No 
keys to text-books in Law were written. The method of 
teaching by cases was followed, although books of cases 
could not be expected to produce practical lawyers. It 
was not true that Arts Colleges would perish if Law Class- 
es were abolished. No case had been made out against 
Law Colleges. At the same time rules for their improve- 
ment would be welcome, and a Central Law College might 
be established to serve as a model. 

Babu Umeschandra Datta seconded the motion. 

612. The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay 
moved — 

“ That the. Senate is of opinion that it is desirable to improve the 
present system of law teaching, and the Senate acce))ts the opinion of 
the Government of India indicated in para. 18 of their letter, namely, 
that a I..aw College should be established, but that its objectshould be 
to serve as a model, and that it should possess no monopoly.” 

In presenting the motion, the Hon’ble Dr. Mukho- 
padhyay pointed out that the discussion should not be 
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governed merely by the state of things in the Calcutta 
Law Colleges. The case of the Mofussil Colleges should 
also be taken into account. There was ample room for 
improvement, and opportunity should be given to the Col- 
leges to introduce improvements. There could be no 
objection to a Law College being established, but it should 
serve as a model and possess no monopoly. 

Maulavi Serajul Islam, Khan Bahadur, seconded the 
motion. 

On being put to the meeting, both Mr. Ghose's and the 
Hon’ble Dr. Mukhopadhyay’s motions were declared 
carried. 

613. The Hon’ble Dr. Mukhopadhyay moved — 

That the consideration of the subjects covered by (questions 23 
to 47 be post[H)ned for the present, and that the (Government of 
India be requested to f»ive the Senate an opportunity of expresslii/^ 
their opinion upon these questions before the (Government of India 
frames any Rejjulations relatiniL( t<i these matters.” 

In presenting the motion, the Hon’ble Dr. Mukho- 
padhyay pointed out that the Government of India had 
no agency for framing Regulations as to det^iils of courses 
of studies apart from the Senate. 

Babu Mahendranath Ray seconded the motion. 

A discussion followed as to the exact term of the 
motion, in which Babu Jogendranath Sen, Mr. N. N. Ghose 
and Babu Bhupendranath Basu took part. 

Mr. N. N. Ghose suggested that the motion take the 
following form : — 

“ That the consideration of the subjects covered by questions 23 to 
47 be postponed, and that the government of India be requested t(> 
leave the determination of them to the Universities, each for itself, in 
accordance vrith the existing law and practice.” 

The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay accepted the 
suggestion. 

The motion, in the form suggested and accepted, being 
put to the meeting, was declared carried. 

614. The ’Hon’ble the Vice Chancellor, in winding 
up the discussion, vacated the Chair in favour of the 
Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay, and proceeded to 
t h a nlf the Senate for the readiness with which Aey had 
accepted the' suggestion as to the procedure of discussion. 
The event had justified the suggestion, and every body 
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ba,d had a fair hearing. Those who were alarmed at the 
prospect of constitutional changes, should have remem- 
bered that the Commission did not aim at subverting the 
Senate. Their object was to reform the Senate, and the 
question was whether the large powers they desired to 
confer on the University could be trusted in the hands of 
the existing Senate.. The Colleges, which constituted a 
University, were not mere schools, but had higher aims, 
and their competency for fulfilling these aims must be 
established by proper tests. Examinations were not a 
sufficient test, and the fact that Examination results were 
regarded as a conclusive test showed that the Commission 
were right in saying that teaching had been subordinated 
to Examination. To have regulations imposed upon the 
Senate by outside authority would be nothing out of the 
way. Oxford was controlled by Statutory regulations. 
If the Regulations generally had to be recast, Government 
would have to employ a special agency. It was necessary 
to provide against an illegitimate competition between 
Colleges maintained by the lowering of fees as also 
against the relaxation of discipline caused by the system 
of transfers. In the recommendations about Colleges, 
the principle sought to be eiiiphasised was, that a College 
was not complete without a College life. While allowing 
freedom to the Senate in a considerable measure, it was 
not possible for Government to throw off all responsibility 
in the matter of the education of our students. 

Before resuming his seat, the Hon’ble the Vice-Chan- 
cellor announced that the Resolutions passed by the Se- 
nate would be forwarded to the Government of India. 

615. Babu Ilerambachandra Maitra proposed a vote 
of thanks to the Chair, which was carried.

1 am flirerteU to eiifiuire whether the Sunlicate of the Calriitt.i 
University wmihl be preparerl to coTisider the question of including the 
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vernacular languages used in Assam, other than Bengali, among the list* 
of prescribed subjects for the Entrance Examination of the University. 

2. I am to represent that the existing rules, which require a candi- 
date for the examination to take up, in addition to English, a second 
language chosen from a list, which does not comprise any of the ver- 
naculars spoken by a large proportion of the inhabitants of the province, 
op]>ose a serious obstacle to the promotion of secondary education in 
Assam. According to the results of the last census, out of the total 
population of the province, amounting to 6,126,343, the number returned 
as si'caking Bengali was 2,948,183, while 1,349,784 were returned as 
speaking Assamese, the remainder making use of other dialects. Con- 
sidered from the territorial point of view, Bengali is in general use only 
in the Surma Valley districts of Sylhet and Cachar, and in a portion 
of Goaljnira, while Assamese is the vernacular generally spoken in the 
remaining districts of the Brahmaputra Valley, and the Hill districts 
have each their indigenous forms of speech. Under the presei't rules, 
a candidate for the Entrance Examination, who is not a native of a 
Bengali-speaking district, must either acepdre Bengali, which is to him 
a foreig]! language, or else take up erne of the classical languages, 
included in the list. 

3. For a verv large propoition of the boys who enter for the 
Matriculation hwxamin.ition, the course is practically a final one, and 
it seems to the Chief Commissioner that it is hardly fair to burden a 
pupil who does n')t mean to pursue his studies in Arts beyond the 
Matriculation Standard with the task of learning a classical language, 
which is only of real use to him, if he proceeds to the First Arts 
Examination." There appear, for instance, to be grave objections to the 
teaching of the rudiments of Latin to. Khasia boys. Whether for the 
youth whose education ceases at the Entrance Standard, or for one who 
engages, after Matuculation, in any Branch of technical stiidv for 
which a high (jualification in Arts is not necessary, a competent know- 
ledge of his own vernacular in addition to English should, Mr. Fuller 
thinks, constitute a more useful erpiipment than a slight acquaintance 
with one of the classical languagc.s. The exclusion of Assamese from 
the subjects of the Entrance Ex.imination has made the study of Sans- 
krit practically compulsory in the uj)per classes of High Schools in the 
Brahmajjulra Vaile\. This may be desir.able in the case of students 
who aim at j)assiiig the E, A. and B. A. Examinations : but Mr. Fuller 
cannot consider it a satisfactory feature in the course of instruction of 
boys whose studies will terminate upon Matriculation. 

4. The Chief Commissioner hopes that it will not be considered an 
unreasonable request that the concession which has been made in favour 
of Bengali and other vernaculars, and also as regards Khasi in the case 
of female c.'.ndidates for Matriculation, should be extended to Assamese 
and to the Khasi and other local languages w’hen taken up by male 
students in a High School course. It may be rightly objected that 
As.samese has not the developed literature 'which Bengali commands, 
and this objection w^ould apply wdth still greater force to languages 
such as Khasi and Garo. But these languages arc, and will remain, 
the vulgar tongue of the people, and in their development lies the hope 
of establishing a living vernacular literal .re. Their acquirement will, 
of course, impose less labour than the acquirement of Sanskrit or Latin,, 
but the Administration .would take advantage of this fact to add to the 
High School course lessons in the history and geography of the province, 
subjects which it is obvi'^msly desirable to include in the school curricula. 

6. lam to point out that, in th^ rules for the Entrance Examina- 
tion, Assamese and Khasi arc already recognized as literary languages, 
the Examination in English for Assamese and Khasia candidates inclua- 
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ing u translation into English from Assamese or Khasi, as the case 
iftay be> while the examination in the second language (in the case of 
candidates who do not take up Greek, Latin, French, German, or 
Hebrew) includes a translation from English into Assamese or Khasi. 
The Chief Commissioner has heard of Khasia students who have suc- 
ceeded in passing in the second language almost entirely through marks 
obtained for the translation from hfnglish into Khasi. One of the 
features brought out at the recent census was the remarkable progress 
which education had made among the Khasias. There is an excellent 
High School for them at Shillong, and it is a matter of regret that the 
present rules of the Entrance Examination place such impediments in 
the way of their obtaining the University Certificate of Matriculation. 

6. The Chief Commissioner entertains no doubt that if Assamese, 
Kjiasi, and other local languages of the province (such as Garo) were 
recognized as subjects for the Entrance Examination, text-books in 
these languages would be forthcoming, which, while possibly inferior 
to the Bengali text-books, would meet substantially the rerpiirements of 
the examination. In the case of the hill languages no difficulty would 
be experienced in securing the services of competent examiners from 
among the missionary community. Mr. Fuller trusts that, in ermsider- 
ing the present request, the Syndicate will allow due w'eight to the 
fact that, in including natives of Assam within the number of its 
alumni, the University is undertaking the intellectual care of a number 
of heterogeneous races, wffiich differ very widely from those of the 
provinces of Bengal, anrl may, with reason, moflify its re(juirements 
so as to suit the special conditions of the province. Assam lies under 
great obligations to the Calcutta University, and the Chief ('ommis- 
sioner, as at present advised, would much rather c.dl in its .assistance 
to meet the needs of boys whose «'duc.ation will terminate with their 
Matriculation than endeavour to p »vide for them indepemlently. 

In inviting discussion, the President remarked that it 
was desirable to approach the letter in a sympathetic spirit. 
In the first place all candidates for the Entrance Exami- 
nation should be placed on the same footing, and no 
ground should exist for the charge that Assamese candi- 
dates were treated harder than Bengali candidates. In 
the next place, occasion should not be given to Assam to 
go up to the Government of India for a separate Univer- 
sity. 

The Hon'ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay, Saraswati, 
moved — 

“ That Assamese and Khasi be added to the list of l.^nguages be- 
sides English (pp. 26-27, Calendar, 1903), in one of which every can- 
didate at the Entrance Examination shall be examined.” 

In support of the motion, Dr. Mukhopadhyay pointed 
out that Assamese and Khasi were already recognised as 
vernaculars from and into which Assamese and Khasi 
candidates were required to translate, and .that female 
candidates were allowed to take up Khasi as a Second 
Language. While Bengali candidates need not know 
more than two languages, Assamese candidates were ex- 
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pected to know three. No difficulty had been experienced 
in prescribing text-books and appointing Examiners in 
Khasi. He had ascertained that there would be no diffi- 
culty either as regards Assamese. 

The motion was seconded by the Rev. Dr. K. S. Mac- 
donald, who added that students should be encouraged 
to study the languages of Assam as eminently fitted to 
qualify them for taking part in the Linguistic Survey of 
India. 

After some discussion as to whether the motion should 
not be more comprehensive, and whether text-books and 
Examiners would be forthcoming, in which the Rev. A. P. 
Begg, Babu Srischandra Chaudhuri and Mahamaho- 
padhyay Ilaraprasad Sastri took part, the motion was put 
to the meeting and carried unanimously.

Fee Fund, the Reserve Fund and the various Kndowment Funds of the 
Calcutta University for the year ending June, 1902, have been audited 
on my behalf and found correct. 

2. The receipts of tht General Fee Fund for the ye.ir amounted 
to Rs. 2,95,964-15-ti and the charges to Rs. .‘1,04,918-0-2, which inclu- 
des a contribution ol Rs. 48,831-15-8 to tlie Reserve h'und. The Fund 
closed with a debit bal.ince of Rs. 4,038-7-7 on the .30th June, 1902. A 
transfer from the Reserve Fund has been made c luring the year to the 
extent of Rs. 18,50.3-10-0, to wipe off the balance ol Rs. 1.3,579-0-11 
that stood .at debit of the Fund on the 18th July, 1901. 

3. The Reserve Fund closed a\ 30th J«inc, 1902, with a balance of 
Rs. 5,55,000 in Government Securities. The available cash balance at 
its credit which is composed of the contribution from the Fee Fund and 
the interest realised was utilised in the jiurchase of Government Securi- 
ties to the nominal value of Rs. 50,000 an. I in wiping off the previous 
year’s deficit of the Fee Fund.

7‘n. Mr. C. Little moved the Senate for an expression 
ol opinion on the following points : — 

(1) Whether the system of allowing marks adopted in papers 
3 and 4 in Mathematics, B. (Jroup, in the late M.A. Examination,* 
is in accordance with the rules laid down for the guidance of Ex- 
aminers. 

* PP. cccxlii — cccxlvii. Calendar for 1903. 

(2) Whether the exceptional difficulty of the questions set in papers 
3 and 4 did not constitute a sudden and arbitrary departure from the 
standard of past years. 

Mr. l^ittle remarked that his attention had first been 
drawn to papers 3 and 4 in Mathematics, B. Group, at the 
recent M: A. Examination, by a complaint from his stu- 
dents. He waited till the results were published. His 
judgment, founded upon seventeen years* experience, was 
that substantial injustice had been done. He made a 're- 
presentation to the Syndicate through the Principal of 
his College. The Syndicate referred it to the M. A. 
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Board of Examiners, and they were of opinion that prac- 
tically no injustice had been done in any particular case. 
No action was accordingly taken. In moving the Senate, 
he was not concerned with the past, but with the future. 
He was anxious to provide against a repressive system of 
examination, under which the branch of study in question 
might die away. In papers 3 and 4, candidates were ex- 
pected to answer only nine out of twelve questions, but 
every set of nine questions did not carry 100 marks, that 
is, the full marks prescribed by the Regulations. Some 
of the questions were exceptionally difficult. Question 
11, for example, in paper <1, was taken from the fag end 
of a text-book of two volumes, in which the subject was 
very meagrely treated, and the author while professing 
to prove one thing, proved something else. Question 4 
in paper 4 involved really nine questions, but carried 
only ten marks. The result was that a candidate who ob- 
tained first class marks with the two other Examiners, had 
only third class marks in these papers. Steps should be 
taken to prevent a recurrence. He was not disposed to 
make a motion, but it was desirable to hold the Examiners 
in a subject jointly responsible for all the papers. 

Babu Gaurisankar De observed that both the system 
of marking adopted and the questions were unfair. 

The Hon*ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay, Saraswati, 
remarked that the questions were the most difficult ever set, 
and unfair. They could not have been answered by the 
best candidate within the limit of time allowed. As re- 
gards the system of marking, it would appear that there 
were quite a number of sets of nine questions that did 
carry 100 marks. Besides, no one had, as a matter of fact, 
answered nine questions carrying less than 100 marks, and 
in no case would the redistribution of the marks, by which 
the total fell short of 100, affect the result. The Board of 
Examiners, in declining to interfere, had gone upon these 
considerations. 

The Hon’bl^ Mr. Justice Gooroo Das Banerjee observ- 
ed that it was not fair to place the candidates under the 
necessity of starting with a mathematical puzzle as to the 
set of nine questions to choose. Where there were alter- 
natives, the questions should all be of the same value. 

‘ Mr. C. R. Wilson remarked that if the practice of set- 
ting alternative questions was in favour of the candidates, 
easier alternatives were more in their favour. 
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The Rev. Dr. John Morrison observed that it was de- 
sirable for the Senate to make a pronouncement on the 
question, and moved, accordingly, for a declaration that 
such a system of marking, as was adopted in papers 3 and 
4, might lead to injustice, and should not be adopted by 
paper-setters in the future. He subsequently withdrew 
the motion in deference to Mr. Little’s wishes. 

Babu Golapchandra Sarkar remarked that alternatives 
might be allowed, provided the rule as to full marks was 
not infringed. 

Babu Syamacharan Ganguli observed that when alter- 
native questions were set, they should be alternatives to, 
and carry the same marks as, certain definite questions. 

Babu Bhupendranath Basu suggested that the question 
should be referred to the Mathematical Board. 

The Rev. A. P. Begg, M.A., remarked that the fact 
of the subject of question 11 in paper 3 being treated in 
the text-book in the way mentioned by Mr. Little, was 
only a reason for special attention being drawn to it. 

The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay, Saraswati, 
moved that bolh the points raised by Mr. Little be refer- 
red to the Board of Studies in Mathematics for consider- 
ation and report. 

Mr. C. R. Wilson seconded the motion. 

Babu Narendralal De remarked that though they were 
not all experts, the question was very simple. 

The motion was put to the meeting and carried. 

732. The Officiating Registrar laid before the Senate 
the following papers with reference to the management 
of the Rajchandra College, Barisal, with a recommenda- 
tion from the Syndicate that the privileges of affiliation 
be withdrawn from the College.

^ I have the honour to bring to your notice that the affairs of the 
Raj C'handra College, Harisal, are in a deplorable condition, owing 
to the fact that the founder of the Institution, Babu Behari l.<al Ray 
Chaiidhuri, a local Zemindar, has for the last six or seven years ceased* 
altogether to look after its management, which has been entrusted 
whtilly and solely to a man who was formerly a Superintendent in tlie 
si'hool department on a very small salary, *aud who is without any 
academic education at all, he not having passed his Kntrance Exami- 
nation even. He is at once the Principal, the Manager, the Secretary, 
the Head Clerk and the Heatl Master. He lets nobody know the 
.♦ecrets of the College office for fear of damaging exposures, the Prin- 
cipal and the Head Master being allowed by him only to sign such 
letters and forms as require their signature under the Government or 
University rules, I have been here for about eight months, and during 
this periori I have been trying my best to mend matters, but to no pur- 
pose. I request you, therefore, to be so kind as to look into the affairs 
of this College, and see whether it is being conducted on lines on which 
a first grade College, w^orthy of the name, should be conducted. If 
you be pleased to institute an enquiry into the .state of things obtain- 
ing in the College, 1 shall be able to suggest points regarding which 
there are the most glaring defects in its management, such defects 
as render the Institution, in my humble opinion, a blot on the fair 
fame of the educational system of the Province.

In continuation of ipy letter of the 1st March, 1902, in which I 
prayed for an enquiry into the management of the Raj Chandra Col- 
lege, Barisal, under its present Secretary, Babu Lalit Kumar Basu. I 
beg further to state below a few points about which enquiries might 
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advanta^eqysly bfe made in order to enable the University to gain an 
iftsijg[ht tnio tne working of the above College. I should repeat here 
again that at least for the sake of its own reputation the University 
ought to look into the affairs of this College, the maintenance of whicn 
on a sound basis and in an efficient condition seems to be at present no- 
body’s concern. It is said that the founder of the College, Babu Bihari 
l^al Ray Chaudhuri, after having spent about fifty thousand rupees for 
its maintenance, was at last compelled to make over its management 
wholly to Babu I.alit Kumar Basu, owing to the latter gentleman threat- 
ening the very existence of the College and the Collegiate School by 
establishing a rival school and taking away there the boys of the Raj 
Chandra Collegiate School, over whom he had secureil much influence 
rluring his employment in the Raj Chanilra College, at first as a Super- 
intendent and afterwards ns a Secretary. The founder of the College 
seems to have got tired of it, and does not seem to be willing to have 
anything to do with it any longer ; the Secretary, therefore, who is 
responsible to nobody, not even to the Proprietor of the College, for 
its proper management, does just as he likes with the Institution. I 
feel ashamed to characterise his management in suitable terms. 

In conclusion, I beg to submit that either the Proprietor should be 
called upon to appoint a Committee for the management of the Col- 
lege, or he should be required to make over the Institution to his able 
brother, Mr. P. L. Koy, of the Calcutta Bar. Litigation has been 
going on for some time [last between the Proprietor and his Secretary, 
as a result of which the resources of the College, whatever they may 
be, are being drained away. The University alone can save the College 
from utter ruin, and in the interests of high education, I pray the 
University may come to its rescue and thus discharge one of its most 
sacred duties. I shall feel highly obliged if my prayer meets with a 
sympathetic response from the members of the Syndicate, before whom 
I request you to lay this letter for their consideration.

In continuation of the correspondence ending with your No. 459, 
dated 20th September, I beg to report that I inspected the Raj Chandra 
Ctrl lege at Barisal on 25th September, 1902. I have now to submit 
my report on the various allegations made in the letter of the late 
Principal, Babu Annada Prasad Bhattacharyya, M.A., dated 26th 
March, 1902, to your address. 

My opinions are given, point by point, as a Report on the 46 alle- 
gations made in the letter quoted above. ? 
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I may remark that it seems to be true that the former Proprietor^ 
Babii Bihari Lai Ray Chaudhuri, a local Zamindar, retired from the 
rictnc management of the College, probably some four or five years 
ago. The active management, or indeed almost the Proprietorshi 
siem.-' to re.st with Habii T.,alit Kumar Pasu, the so-called Secretaiy, 
foi Mr. Roy informed me that the Secretsiry now takes any surplus 
obtained from the working of the Law classes. 

My report will .sh<»w that an extremely unsatisfactory state of things 
exls-ls at Parisal. I have put forward the whole facts as far as I have 
been able to ascertain them, but though such facts must undoubtedly 
(ondemn in the strongc.st way the working of this College, it must 
not be .siippo.sed that the facts .stand singly, anrl unless my previous 
cxpeiiencc in inspecting such Colleges has been mistaken, oih-ir Col- 
leges would have to be condemned equally strongly. 

If this had been the case of an Institution applying to be newly 
affiliated to the (‘alcutta University, I should have unhesitatingly 
advised the Symjicate to refuse the affiliation. I cannot indeed avoid 
e\|)iessing the opinion that the College never should have been affiliated 
in the first instance. As, however, this affiliation has now existed for 
many years, it seems right that the faults of the College should be in 
the first instance pointed out and that the College should be required 
to satisfy the Syndicate that it can fulfil proper conditions of affiliation 
in the future. 


Nefort on (he various foints fut forward for enquiry by the late Princi^ 
fal of the Ka} Chandra College^ /Sari sal, Habi^ ‘ Ann.ada Prasao 
Bhattacharyva, M.A., in his letter dated 26M March, 1902, to the 
Registrar o/ the Calcutta University, 

The points for enquiry are given as questions and the reports on 
each point are given in the form of answers 

Point (1) Whether the tin sheds in which the classes are held 
.afford sufficient pndection against wind, rain, and sun’s 
rays. 

Point 1. The buildings used for holding the Raj Chandra College 
and Collegiate School are almost the worst I have ever .seen used for 
such a purpose. The buildings consist of kiitcha sheds with galvanized 
iron roofs, the walls are of coarse rough rcecl matting, reaching up to 
only within a couple of feet or so from the roof. This matting i.s 
in such a bad state of repair that it is po.ssible to see through the 
walls to the outside in endless places, .and for people outside to look 
into the College class rooms. The matting walls also do not reach to 
the ground, and I saw myself a chicken come into the so-called Library 
room of the College from under the walls during College hours. Low 
mat partitions only are erected between the various class rooms, and 
everything in the way of lecturing going on in one room must neces- 
.sarily be heard in the adjoining rooms. Some of the rooms arc als > 
exceedingly dark^and quite unfit for the .tudents to work in. Some of 
the rooms "would not be a credit even to a village middle school. The 
floors arc of ordinary earth, full of holes and of great inequalities. 
Care has not even been taken to level the earthen floors and passages. 

There are wooden doors to the rooms with wooden posts, and most 
of them arc scribbled all over with chalk writings, and some of the 
writings are such things as faces and heads, also the wrords “ a beautiful 
face disfigured or turned pale ” tn Bengali, .ind so on. The laxity of 
discipline shown in these and other ways in this College was as great 
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I have seen in the worst managed schools in Bengal. Also when I 
passed out of one class into another, it was a signal for the classes to 
begin to chatter, again showing entire absence of discipline. 

The answer to Point No. 1 must be that the College premises are 
absolutely unfit for the purpose for which they are being useil, and 
they do not afford sufficient protection to the students against wind, 
rain, and sun’s rays. 

Point (2) Whether these .sheds afford sufficient accommodation 
for all the students or whether a number of the second 
year students were compelled to sit in the verandah 
during the session that is abt>iil to close. 

I’oint 2. Most of the rooms in both C*ollege and School are iniicli 
t»vercrowded. As an instance in point, the Second year class has had 
129 names on the roll. Of these 27 are blank spaces in the roll for 
names of students who .ipparently should have been struck off the 
rolls in September .is defaulters for the non-payment of fees, but have 
not been so .struck off. Out <»f the 112 students thus left, 95 were 
actually present, and on going over the accommodation as to .space, 
and accommodation for .seats in the class rooms, not more than 5 more 
students coubl have foand accommodation in the class. 'I'he limit of 
capacity the class !s therefore 100, ;ind at that it wa)uld have been 
crowded, .ind yet at one time 132 have been admitted to the class. 

I'he .secoinl allegation of (he late Principal i.s therefore also true. 

Ptiint (3) Whether the miseiahle hut in which the 3ril year and 
4th )car cla.sses were held from the commencement of 
the current session ( i the dismissal of the 2nd year aivl 
4th year classes after Christmas, and in which, in all 
likelihood, the same class will again be held in the next 
session, is not too damp, too chise, anrl too d.irk to be 
health) for about seventy students, wh'» used to be 
packed therein, and an ecpial number of whom are likel\ 
to be crowded together in it .again in the next session. 

Point 3. 'I’he answer will be practically as in point 2. The rooms 
for the College classes are much ovcrcrowdcil, thev are exceedingly 
damp and dark, and (juite unhealthy. 

I’oint (4) Whether there is an\ enclosure on the roadside of the 
College grtiund to prevent the boys from cf>ming in and 
going out at their pleasure. 

J’uint 4. The College buildings arc ((uite open to the rocalsidc. 
During my inspection, all the children and young men from the 
neighbourhood w^ere taking a keen interest in the proceedings, coming 
into the College ground.s and peeping round corners, etc. Goats and 
other animals also wandereil about in the jiassages next to the class 
rooms. 

The charge maile by the late Principal is correct ; there is nothing 
to prevent egress or ingress of any one at anv time. A durwan is 
.said to be employed by the College, but it is difficult to .see how he can 
be useful, as the place is open of access on all sides, except one, where 
there is a tank. 

Point (5) Whether in the rainy .season a pool of water is or is 
not formed in the College ground just in front of 4hc 
main shed. 
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Point 6. The ground between various buildings was more or le^rs 
under ’water during my visits and 1 had to pass from shed to shed by 
walking on rough bricks placed for the purpose. 

Point (6) Whether the stench from neighbouring privies and 
cesspools is not almost unbearable almost throughout the 
year, and whether from this cause some of tne school 
classes are not at times dismissed before the close of 
the work for the day. 

Point 6. 1 was aware of unpleasant smells for a considerable part 

of my visit of inspection, but 1 did not care to trace out the cause. 
.Nearer proximity to the cause was undesirable. The registers of atten- 
dance of the masters of the Collegiate school show that the school is 
fl'jsed rather irregularly. 

Point (7) Whether before the dismissal of the 2nd year and 4th 
year classes in December there was any compartment in 
which the Teachers and Professors might find accommo- 
dation for waiting before going to their respective 
classes; and whether in the next session the same small 
comjiartment will not be again used as the office room, 
library room, laboratory, and waiting room for Teachers 
and' Professors. 

Point 7. There is a j)art of one of the sheds in which the Pro- 
fessors of the College and Masters of the School can sit. It is, 
however, not at all suitable for the piirj»ose. There is a similar room 
used as the so-called office, but, as bejfore, it is quite unsuitable. A 
similar part is used as the library, and another as the laboratory. 

Point (8) Whether Teachers and Professors are not compelled to 
go to their respective lodgings or to the lodgings of 
gentlemen residing in the neighbourhood of the College 
for M’ant of [irivies and urinals. 

Point 8. There is no College latrine for the Professors and Teach- 
ers They have to proceed to the Principal’s residence, where there is 
one. 


Point (9) Whether there are any privies for the boys of the 
College, 

Point 9. There are some bare tumble-down walls without roof on 
the other side of the road from the College and School. This place 
is said to be used as a latrine by the students. 

Point (10) Whether there is any arrangement for supplying the 
Hindu and Muhammadan students with good drinking 
water, and whether there are separate compartments for 
the purpose. 

Point 10. There is a mat*shed where Hindus are supplied with 
water by a CoHege ser\^ant. I was informed that Muhammadans had 
to stand out in tne road, if they wanted to drink water. 

Point (11) Whether the number of menial servants, three only 
(durwan, water-bearer, duftry), is sufficient for all pur- 
poses. 

4 . Point 11. There are said to be three servants of the College, a 
durwan, a water-bearer and a duftry. There is even no sweeper. The 
College is clearly miserably provided in this respect. 
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» Point (12) Whether tlie number of Professors is sufficient for the 

purpose of teaching tlie four ordinary College classes 
and also the Honour class in English, Sanskrit, Mathe- 
matics, and Philosophy. [The number of Professors is 
as follows : — two Pro/essors for English, one of whom 
is compelled to teach for two hours daily the two sec- 
tions of the Entrance class from June to December; 
one for Philosophy; one for Mathematics; one for 
Sanskrit; one for Physics and Chemistry]. 

Point 12. The College stall is, 1 think, weak both numerically, 
and perhaps as judged by their educational qualifications, also from 
an exj)ert point of view. On the other hand, the results shown by the 
College Midicnte that the staff must have worked well to secure* the 
results that have been obtained in recent years in the Calcutta Univer- 
sity E.xam illations. 

l^oint (13) Whether there has been any Professor of Science in 
the College since its re-opening after the Piija holidays. 

Point 13. Pabu Kunja Bihari Ballav, M.A., Professor of Physical 
Science, left the C'ollege on 11th December, 1901. Babii Mahendranath 
(vhosal, M.A., the new Professor of Physical Science, only joined on 
8th July, 1902. Thc^e was therefore no Professor of Physical Science 
and Chemistry attached to the College for a period of seven months. 

Point (14) W'hy was the Professor of .Science, Babu Kunja Bihari 
Ballav, compelled to leave the College; whether the 
Secretar) had any intention of saving money by keeping 
the post vacant, o' rather turning away the Professor of 
S'dence, as some might say; whether in consequence of 
no Profe.s.sor of Science being appointed after the Puja 
holidays the boys of the 2nd and 4th year classes had 
to go without lectures in Science, and whether two B 
course students of the 3rd year class were ])ut to the 
inconvenience of removing their names from this Col- 
lege ; whether from the beginning of the session till the 
Puja holidays these two .students had been compelled to 
read Science with the bo)s of the 4th year class, with 
whom they could not keep pace owing to the latter being 
far more ailvanced in their study of the .subject than 
they themselves were ; whether the lecturing in Science 
in the 1st year rl.*iss has not been of a most indifferent 
character, owdng to the Professor of Mathematics being 
comi)elled to teach that subject in the above class since 
the re-oi>ening of tTie College after the Puja holidays. 

Point 14. From letters .shown to me it appeared that Babu Kunja 
Bihari Ballav left the College of his own free will. He was paid up 
to he day he left. So far as I am aware, there were no proper Science 
Lectures during the interval. The remaining allegations in point 14 
could not be traced out. 

Point (15) Whether all the Professors, excepting the Pandit, were 
N not discharged just before the summer vacation of 1901, 
in order to save money. 

Point 15. It is admitted that just before the summer vacation cf 
1901 the hnancial condition of the College was very bad, and the 
Secretary, Babu Lalit Kumar Basil told all the Professors that they 
should seek for service elsewnere if possible, and in fact discharged 
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them ; some of the Professors did not come back and did not rcceirc 
pay fur the vacation months; some did come back and were paid for 
the three months. 

Point (16) Whether there have not been changes in the staff of 
Professors almost every year since the present Secretary 
took over the charge of the College, Professors fresh 
from their college life having been sought for to replace 
the older ones, and with what object. 

I*oint 16. ft is admitted the staff is very frequently changed; 
sometimes there are one or two new Princifials in a year. The records 
of the College are, however, in such a disorderly slate that f could 
not ascertain how many such changes of Professors and Principals had 
occurred in recent years. Several of the Professors are very young 
men, mure or less fresh from College. 

Point (17) Whether the .salaries of the Professors are allowed to 
f.ill into arrears for two, three, or mure months. 

Point 17. Acijuiltaiue registers for Professors and Teachers of the 
last few years were not forthcoming, excejit those for a few months of 

the present session. Hence it was impossible to trace out this point. 

The whole of the records, such as clo exist, appear to be in a state of 
confusion, except tho.se for the last few months 

Point (18) Whethfi the .salaries of some of the Professors arc 
not ridi(Milously low. Whether the l^rofcssor of Arabic 
an<l Persian receives u .salary of Ks. 18 only per month, 
and is coinfielled to teach the school classes down to the 
low’cst one. 

Point 18. The Professor of Arabic and IVrsiun in the College 
receives Hs. 18 a month. I went carefully into the number of lectures 
he has to give for this .salarv , and it appears he is p.iid at the rate of 

one pice for ever}’ four (4) minutes he lectures, or at the rale of 4 

annas per lecture delivered. 

Point (19) Whether the salaries of the Profes.sors arc paid in 
very small instalments; instalments of Rs. 5, 2, or even 
one rupee. 

Point 19. In the ibsencc of pro|»er registers, receipts, it w’as 

impossible to trace out this point. There was a rli.stinct disinclination 
on the part of the Secretary to show’ me any accounts of the College and 
School. 

Point (20) Whether an Acquittance Roll is kept in which pay- 
ments t*' the Professors are entered ami their signatures 
taken. 

Point 20. Most of the ac<piittance registers, if they were ever kept, 
have disappeared. 

Point (21) Whether the office records are kept in proper order, if 
kef)t at all. 

Point 21. The office records, etc., are in great disorder. 

Point (22) Whether there is a sufficient number of maps and 
blackboards for the school classes. 

Point 22. There are five maps in good order, and two very old ones 
for the use of the w'hole School and College. They arc manifestly 
insufficient in number. (Geography cannot possibly be properly taught. 
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Point (23) Whether about one hundred boys of the school classes 
were not compelled to pass the school hours standing, 
and that tiaily, from the month of July till the Puja 
vacation, for want of benches, and whether the same 
difficulty is not to arise again next college session, when 
the benches will have to taken .iway from the school 
classes for the convenience of the mllege students. 

l*oint 23. The sitting accommodation for the students in both the 
('ollege and School is generally fpiite insufficient. The pupils are 
much crowdeil together in a very insanitary fashion. 

Point (24) Whether the laboratory is not in a mo.st neglected con- 
dition, and whether for want of chemicals ami instru- 
ments, experiments become freijiiently impossible. 

Point 24. There is no laboratory properly so called. There is a 
pi^rtion of a kutcha she<l in which there are a few almirahs and some 
low benches and a table, and this is called the lalviratory.” The 
almirahs contain a few chemicals, some of them wrongly labelled, mis- 
spelt, etc. 'I'he value of the chemicals originally must have been ver\ 
small. They would fetch nothing if now sold, 'fhe chemicals are 
old and many of rhem in had condition. 

There are some pieces of apparatus, chemical and jdiysical, in the 
almirahs; a few piece's are in order, but the major part of the appa- 
ratus is quite useless. It is also of such nature that nothing like the ex- 
periments illustr.itive of a tlefinite and continuous course of lectures 
co\ild be attempted; even a proper F.A. course of science lectures 
would be impossible. The apparatus originally could not have been 
more than sufficient for a small account of science lecturing in a small 
school of low gra<lc. 

I saw from the College registers that lectures in Physiology are 
delivered. I .saw ab,solutely no a]>paratus for such lectures, nor did 
r see any diagrams or sjrecimens which could be used for them. 

The proper teaching of .science in the Raj Chandra College is hence 
quite impossible. 

Point (25) Whether the library is not in .i very poor and confuseiJ 
state; whether additions worth even 10 or 12 rujiees a 
year are made to it. 

Point 25. It is an extremely poor library for a first grade College. 
As the Kncyclopaedia Britaiinica was purcha.scd last year, the second 
allegation of the late Principal is not quite correct. It is said the 
library contains 1,200 books, but not more than 300 f>r 400 ajipear to be 
of any use, and many of them are not “ uf) to date ’’ work.s. 

Point (26) Whether the Professors and teachers can get, in all 
cases, copies of the text-books they have to leach. 

Point 26. I .should say there would be sufficient Ixioks for this pur- 
pose. 

Point (27) Whether theie is an Attendance Register, either for 
the teachers or for the Professors. 

Point 27. There is an attendance register of teachers in the Colle- 
giate Scho(d, but no attendance regi.ster for the Profe.ssors of the 
(^)llegc. ' 

Point (28) Whether the Professors an«l teachers get leave when- 
ever they like, to the detriment of the classes. 

Point 28. There is much laxity in the attendance of the teachers 
of the Collegiate School; some teachers came late on more than half 
the davs of one of the month’s attendance I examined. 
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Point (29) Whether the University rules as to admission, calcu- 
lation of attendances and such other miitters are observ- 
ed in all cases. 

Point 29. 1 never saw much worse registers of the attendance of 

students in a College or School than those of the Raj Chandra Col- 
lege; alterations of markings and of absence from College are most 
numerous, and it is clear from the internal evidence of the register 
that .some of these alterations were made not at the time of the original 
filling up of the register at the lecture. I regret to have to say it, 
but, with registers .such as these, it is impossible to expect to get’ cor- 
rect percentages, etc. The books, too. in which the calculation of the 
attendances of students are maile show very numerous alterations, 
specially in the months of November and December, i.e., the two 
months just before the students have to be signed up as to their at- 
tendance at the College. 

Point (30) Whether candidates are allowed to appear at Honours 
examinations without attending lectures in these courses. 

Point 30. I CQuld not trace out any case of this. Attendance at 
Honour lectures is marked in the rolls in many cases. 

Point (31) Whether a boy of the name of Satya Nath Sarkar was 
sent up for the I). A. Kx.amination of 1901, though he 
had been away at Agra, in the Medical School there 
for five months, thus failing to complete full two years* 
attendance at the College. 

Point 31. Babii Satya Ns^th Sarkar was present for many months 
in the College, and his attendance is duly marked. He was absent for 
a considerable period, but I could not fend he had been five months 
away from the College, for the registers, like other records of the 
C'ollege, are in a very confused state. 

Point (32) W^hether the Secretary, who himself keeps the records 
of the College, can produce the register from which the 
attendance of C^hitta Ranjan Mukerjee, who obtained 
the M.A. degree in English from this College at the 
last M. A. Examination, at the M. A. lectures of this 
College may be proved. 

Point 32. Registers were produced showing that Chitta Ranjan 
Mukerjee had attended 52 M.A. lectures. The registers were peculiar. 
All other parts of the registers in which Chitta Ranjan Mukerjee’s 
name appeared were written up in ink and almost wholly filled uji us 
to attendance of all other students with ink. 

Chitta Ranjan Mukerji’s name was entered in ink, but his atten- 
dance in the various months and days was filled in with a violet copying 
ink pencil ; and so far as I could see absolutely different from the 
greater part of the remainder of the registers. The comlition of this 
register was most peculiar, to say the least of it. 

Point (33) Whether at least tvro instances of fal.se entry of per- 
centages of attendance were not detected among the 
F. A. applications for 1902. 

Point 33. There were such numerous alterations of the figures in 

the registers and records, that it would be impossible to give any de- 
finite decision on this point. 

Point (34) Whether the stu<ients of the College classes are not 
allowed to handle their attendance registers freely, be- 

* ing thereby given an opportunity of tampering with the 

entries in the rolls. 

Point 34. Alterations in the registers arc most frequent, and very, 
many ftlt«:rations are not at all attested by the Principal or other autho- 
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^rities. 1 am hence unable to sav by whom the unatteated alterations 
have been made. It is stated the registers are kept under lock and 
key, after having been brought from the class rooms by the Professors. 

Point (35) Whether extortions in the shape of contribution to the 
Secretary’s litigation fund had not been made before 
sending up candidates for the Kntrance Examination, 
and whether substantial contributions did not influence 
the selection of candidates for the above examination, 
students who failed miserably at the Test Examination 
having been sent up; whether, when remonstrated with, 
the Secretary wrote to the Principal that he would re- 
turn the moneys, though he has not done it yet. 

Point 35. It was quite impossible for me to investigate this charge. 
It could only be done in a court of law. • 

Point (36) Whether a boy of the name of Sasi Kumar Sen Gupta 
was sent up for the last Entrance Examination without 
submitting to any Test Examination. 

Point 36. In the College records, in the test examination for stu- 
dents gfiing up to the Entrance Examination, no marks are given in the 
case of Sasi Kumar Sen Gupta. I was told he had been orally examined 
at a subsequent examin.»tion, and his marks not entered in the register. 
'I’his appears to be a ll.':»rant breach of the Calcutta University Rules. 

Point (37) Whether boys who did not appear at the annual exa- 
minations of their respective classes, or, appearing, fail- 
ed miserably, have been promoted to higher classes. 

Point 37. I went over the annua! examiiiation marks of the Colle- 
giate School. This Examination i‘ a ridiculous farce. Boys failing 
miserably in sever il subjects, and indeed failing badly in nearly all 
subjects, are still promoted to the next higher class. Boys getting one- 
tenth or one-eighth of the full marks arc still promoted. 

Point (38) Whether a certain teacher took money from the boys 
of the 4th class and for this money consideration let 
them know the questions set at the annual examination 
of the class when these questions passed through his 
hands to the Press, and the Secretary took no notice of 
his action. 

Point 38. It was impossible for me to test this charge. 

Point (39) Whether the Secretary realised the money-order fee 
from each Entrance, F. A. and B. A. candidate, *.e., 2 
annas, 4 annas and 6 annas respectively, though he after- 
wards converted the money received from the boys as 
examination fees into currency notes and sent these 
notes to the Registrar in registered covers at very small 
postal charges. 

Point 39. The sums received for the fees for the Calcutta Univer- 
sity examinations are not entered in the College account books, and it 
is impossible to test the truth of the statement. It is admitted that 
something beyond the bare Calcutta University fee is demanded and 
paid by the students, but it is stated that the "excess amount is only a 
few pice. The fees, however, appear to be sent to the Calcutta Uni- 
versity in currency notes in insured and registered covers, and hence 
this cost to the College would be but small. 

Point (40) Whether the staff of teachers for the school depart- 
ment is undermanned, and whether some mere boys ase 
engaged as teachers. 


68 
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Point 40. The staff of the school is too small, and many of the 
teachers are very young. 

Point (41) Whether the Teachers and Professors, excepting per- 
haps one or two of them, ever care to observe punctuality 
in attendance. 

Point 41. It is impossible to give an opinion on this point. 

Point (42) Whether there are any rules for the management of 
the College, or for regulating the conduct of the Pro- 
fessors, teachers, or boys. 

Point 42. There do not appear to be any definite rules. The 
management appears to be practically in the hand of the Secretary, 
Babu Lalit Kumar Bose. 

Point (43) Whether the Secretary ever consults the Principal 
with regard to the appointment or dismissal of Teachers 
and Professors, framing of routines, selection .of text 
books for the school classes, or in any matter whatever 
concerning the College and the Collegiate school. 

Point 43. Routines and other usual signs of good management in 
a College or School appear to be conspicuous by their absence. The 
College appears to be extremely badly managed in every way. 

Point (44) Whether College students arc sometimes called upon 
to teach the school classes. 

Point 44. This is denied. 

Point (46) Why the reports and returns called for by the Uni- 
versity or the office of the Director of Public Instruc- 
tion are not submitted. 

Point 46. They come in to the Director of Public Instruction’s 
office usually when called for. 

Point (46) Whether the great majority of the students, both in 
the College and school classes, are free, half-free and 
partly free students, in the 1st year class, the number of 
such free, half-free and partly free students being 52 out 
of a total of 69 in the class, and in the 3rd year 
class 11 out of 15 in the class; and whether the mocive 
for such a lavish grant of free, half-free and partly 
free studentships is rivalry with another local college. 

Point 46. There is excessive laxity in this respect. On my ask- 
ing for a statement of the number of free, half-free, etc., students 
in the College, I was told no such summary was available. The fol- 
lowing faces will, however, enable a judgment to be come to in this 
matter. 

In the month of August, there were 254 students on the roll of 
the College, even omitting the blanks in the register which should 
represent “ defaulters.” The College fee is Rs. 3 a month per student. 
Even without admission fees, fines and other sources of income, the 
College income should have been 254 xRs. 3=Rs. 762. The actual 
collections in August apparently from all sources were Rs. 411. This 
makes out at an average rate per student of from Re. 1-9 to Re. 1-10, so 
that nearly half the students must be wholly free or nearly the whole of 
them half-free students. To test this the double page of the College 
second year register of account for payment of fees was examined. 
In this th-^re were 28 names of students. Of these, 3 were put down 
tc\ pay at the full rate of Rs. 3 ; 4 were put down to pay at Rs. 2 ; 

8 to pay at Re. 1-8; 4 to pay at Re. 1; 3 were marked free and 6 
were blank as to any payment at all. These low fees also appear to be 
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•remitted itf many cases^ as no records of payment for several students 
could be traced in the book which was examined. 

In this connection it may be mentioned that in Government Col- 
leges the number of free students rarely exceeds one per cent. ; and 
in the recommendation of the recent Indian Universities Commission 
a limit of two per cent, is proposed. 

It is impossible to say for what reason such a large number of 
students have their fees partially or wholly remitted. I am, however, 
informed that a somewhat similar state of things occurs in the local 
rival B. A. College at Barisal.

Barisal 15ih January^ 1903. 

I have the honor to report for the information of the Syndicate that 
r have undertaken as i temporary measure the management of the 
Rajchandra College, which is affiliated to the University of Calcutta. 
The circumstances are peculiar. The proprietor of the College, BalDU 
Bihari Lai Rai Chuudhuri, entered into a written agreement with 
Babu Aswinikiimar Datta, the proprietor of the rival College, for an 
amalgamation of the tvro Institutions. It was agreed that Babu Aswini- 
kumar Datta should manage the ..nalgamated concern. Babu^ Bihan 
r.al Rai Chaudhur* soon repented of his agreement and sent intimation 
that he had cancelled it. Babu Aswinikumar Datta held to the agree- 
ment and endeavoured to enforce it. The result was that the two 
gentlemen were simultaneously endeavouring to manage the Rajchandra 
College. All discipline came to an end and an ()i)en breach of the 
peace was imminent. I therefore intervened, and by consent of both 
parties took up the temporary management. I understand that .the 
matter is being formally brought before the Syndicate. I shall be 
very much obliged if the S}'ndicate wdll issue early orders on the case. 
For many reasons it is (piite impossible for me to continue to take part 
in the management, and I desire to know to whom I should make over 
charge. The Syndicate are already fully aw’are of the unsatisfactory 
state of affairs w^hich has been existing in this College. It w’ould be 
futile for me to endeavour to remedy the defects during my short 
incumbency. I am therefore confining 'myself to a rectification of the 
most glaring deficiencies in the maintenance of the registers and ac- 
counts. Along with College, I am looking after the so-called Colle- 
giate school. Anv action I have taken has of course been quite un- 
official. I have known the two gentlemen for seven years, and have 
taken an interest in Barisal education. 


BarisaU January^ 1903. 

In continuation of my letter of 16th instant on the subject of the 
Rajchandra College and school, I beg to state that I have been requested 
by Babu Aswinikumar Datta to send up the names ot candidates for 
the different Examinations as appearing from the Rajchandra— Bra^a- 
mohan Institute. As, however, I have not yet received information 
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that the Syndicate has recognised the amalgamation, 1 have passei^ 
orders that for the present the names should be sent itp from the 
“ Rajchandra College ** and “ Rajchandra School.” If this be wrong, 
kindly see that necessary corrections are made. It would of course 
be unjust that any candidate should suffer from a mistake in the 
matter of naming the Institution.

Barisaly 16/^ February y 1903. 

With reference to your letter of 21st January, 1903, I beg to state 
that I managed the affairs of the Rajchandra College up to 31st Janu- 
ary and audited the books up to that date. 

The affairs of the College are in such a state that no self-respect- 
ing person would consent to serve on the Ct)mmittee unless an ade- 
(|uiite cash balance of at least Rs. 10,000 were immediately ])laced to 
the credit of the (annmittee. I see no j)r(»spect of any such ])rovision. 
Moieover, my short experience of business relationship w'ith the pre- 
sent Proprietor is not of such a nature that I desire to sec it prolonged. 

As regards the proposed amalgamation of the Colleges, I think 
that there is room in Rarisal for two well equipped and well endowed 
colleges. Both the jiresent colleges (especially the R. C. Ca)nege) are 
of a “ hand to mouth ” character. There competition is deleterious lo 
the cause of education in the town. If an amalgamation, accompanied 
by an endowment, could be arranged, it would be desirable. Amal- 
gamation unaccompanied by an endowment would remove the evils rf 
the present com])etition, but w'ould be no permanent solution of the 
educational problem in Barisal. 

The Chairman read a telegram from the Proprietor, 
Rajchandra College, praying that the consideration of 
the Rajchandra College case may be postponed. 

Rai Suryyakuinar Sarbadhikari moved that the con- 
sideration of the case be postponed for a fortnight. 

Babu Kshetranath Chatterjee seconded the motion, 
which was supported by Babu Narendralal De. 

The Very Rev. Father A. Neut, S.J., observed that 
there should be no postponement, unless some one had any 
reason to urge against the disaffiliation. The College was 
a standing shame, and the sooner it was disaffiliated the 
better. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, opposed postponement 
on the ground that the state of things in the College was 
deplorable in^^every respect, and that every opportunity 
had been given to the Proprietor to improve matters. It 
would be a shame to allow the College to go on. 

Mr. C. R. Wilson also opposed postponement. Ample 
forbearance had been exercised. It was only fair to the 
students that they should be told of the disaffiliation as 
promptly as possible. 
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• E- .M. Wheeler, Babu Dwarkanath Chakrabarti, 

and Maulavi Abdul Karim protested against postpone- 
ment. 

The motion for postponement was put to the meeting 
and lost. 

The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay, Saraswati, 
thereupon moved that the Senate accept the recommenda- 
tion of the Syndicate, and withdraw the privileges of affi- 
liation from the Rajchandra College, Barisal. 

In making the motion, the Hon’ble Dr. Mukhopadhyay 
pointed out that six years before, the Principal of the Col- 
lege complained to the Syndicate, the Proprietor had prac- 
tically retired from the management of the (College. This 
was breach of faith on his part with the University. A 
long time was taken in inviting the Director of Public In- 
struction to hold cin inquiry, and when the Director arrived, 
he found that the Principal had been dismissed. The 
charges were established at the inquiry. Every opportu- 
nity was given to the Proprietor to mend matters and in- 
troduce the reforms suggested by the Director. But he 
either trifled or did nothing. The (Committee suggested 
by the Syndicate was not formed, and matters were allow- 
ed. to go from bad to worse, until all discipline was at an 
end, and Mr. Beatson-Bell was driven to declare that no 
man with any self-respect could help in the management 
of the College. If immediate action was not taken, the 
effect would be disastrous to the cause of discipline and of 
education. 

The resolution was seconded by Maulavi Abdul Karim, 
who could vouch, from personal knowledge, for the dis- 
graceful state of things in the College, and who urged 
that the disaffiliation of the College should include that 
of the Collegiate School. 

The motion, on being put to the meeting, was carried.

Syndicate for the Year 1902-1903. 

The usual Examinations have been held during the 
year in Arts, Law, Medicine and Engineering ; and a 
tabular statement is appended, showing the results and 
affording a comparison with the results of the previous 
year. The total number of candidates who appeared at 
this year’s Examinations was 14,888 against 13,257 in the 


previous year. 

The number of caody|ates registered for the Entrance 
^ ^ . Examination held in March IQ02, 

Entrance Examination, ^ 

was Jy02g, of whom 3>4SO passed, 
3,508 failed, 68 were absent, and 3 were expelled. Of the 
successful candidates, 610 were placed in the First Division, 
1,300 in the Second, and 1,540 in the Third. Of the 
3,508 candidates who failed, 2,047 were rejected in English, 
1,784 in Mathematics, 609 in the Second Languages, 1,490 
in History and Geography, and 146 for not obtaining the 
minimum aggregate. 

3,625 candidates took up Drawing as an optional 
subject, of whom 1,255 passed, 1,369 failed, and 1,001 were 
absent.

The following list of Schools, which on the average 
of the three Entrance Examinations held in 1900, ipoi, 
and 1902, failed to pass 20 per cent, of the candidates 
sent up for Examination, was submitted to the Syndicate 
at their meeting held on the 12th July, 1902 ; — 

Arrah Town School, Bayley H, E, School, Barh, 
Behar High School, Bhagalpur, City Institution, Calcutta , 
Sehore High School. 

The authorities of the Schools in the above list were 
warned that if they failed to show better results at the 
next Examination the names of their schools would be 
removed from the list of recognised Institutions qualified 
to send up candidates to the Entrance Examination. 

• 

At the Entrance Examination held in March, 1903, 
there were 7,106 candidates. 
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The number of candidates registered for the First 
Examiitation in Arts held in 
First Examination in March, 1902, was 4,139, of whom 
ii535 passed, 2,363 failed, 241 were 
absent. Of the successful candidates, 129 were placed 
in the First Division, 383 in the Second, and 1,023 in 
the Third. Of the 2,363 candidates who failed, 1,807 
were rejected in English, 1,403 in Mathematics, 813 
in the Second Languages, 1,820 in Physics and Chemistry, 
and 13 for not obtaining the minimum aggregate, 590 
in History, 173 in Logic and 940 in the Optional 
Subjects.
